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he muft make for this Default of his 
Compafs, and thereby rectify his 
Journal. 

But this Correétion of the Courfe 
is in no cafe fo neceflary as if run- 
ing down on a Parallel Za/ or Wef? 
to hita Port; For if being in your 
Latitude at the Diftance of 7o or 
80 Leagues, you allow not the Va- 
riation, but fteer Eaft or Weft by 
Compafs, you fhall fall to the North- 
wards or Southwards of your Port 
on each 49 Leagues of Diftance, one 
Mile for each Degree of Variation, 
which may produce very dangerous 
Errors, where the Variation is confi- 
derable ; for Inftance, having a good 
Obfervation in Latitude 49d. 40m. 
about 80 Leag. without Sci/Jy, and 
not confidering that there is 8 De- 
grees Weft Variation, I fteer away 
‘Eaf? by Compafs tor the Channel ; 
but making my way truly £. 8d. Nv. 
when I come up with Scill , inftead 
of being 3 or 4 Leagues to the South 
thereof, I fhall find my felf as much 
to the Northward: And this Evil 
will be more or lefs according to 
the Diftance you fail in the Paralle ]. 
The Rule to apply it is, That to 
keep your Parallel truly, you go 
fo many Degrees to the Samtleeaid 
of the Eaft, and Northward of the 
Weft, as in the Weft Variation ; but 
contrariwife, fo many Degrees to the 
Northwards of the Ea/, andl South- 
wards of the We/?, as aes is Eaft 
Variation. 


A further Ufe is in many Cafes 
to eftimate the Longitude at Sea 
thereby ; for where the Curves run 
nearly North and South, and are 
thick together, as about Cape Bona 
Efperance, it gives a very good 
Indication of the Diftance of the 
Land to Ships come from far; for 
there the Variation alters a Degree 
to each two Degrees of Longitude 
nearly ; as may be feen in the Chart. 
But in 4tis Weltern Ocean, between 
Evwrope and the Worth America, the 
Curves lying nearly Eaft and Weft, 
cannot be Serviceable for this es 


pofe. 


This Chart, as I faid, was made by 
Obfervation of the Year 1700, but 
it muft be noted, that there is a 
perpetual tho’ flow Change in the 
Variation almolt every where, w hich 
will make it neceflary in time to alter 
the whole Syftem: at prefent it may 
fuflice to aie ertife that about C. Bona 
Efperance, the Weft Variation en- 
creafes at the Rate of about a Degree 
in 9 Years. Jn our Channel it en- 
creafes a Degree in {even Years, but 
flower the nearer the Equinoctial 
Line ; as on the Gwiney Coaft a De- 
gree in 11 or 12 Years. On the 4 
merican fide the Weft Variation alters 
but little; and the Eaf Variation 
on the Southern America decreafes, 
the more Southerly the fafter ; 
the Line of Mo Variation moving 
gradually towards it. 


I fhall need to fay no more about 
it, but let it commend it felf, and all 
knowing Mariners are defired to 
Jend their Affiftance and Informati- 
ons, towards the perfecting of this 
ufeful Work. And if by undoubt- 
ed Obfervations it be found in 
any Part defective, the Notes of it 
will be received with all grateful 
Acknowledgment, and thet Chart 
corrected accordingly.

HEN a Voyage is intended (from the River of 

Thames) to thofe northern Parts of America, you 
may either go out of the North Channel by &coe- 
land, or elfe through the Weft Channel by the 
Land’s-end of England, according as the Winds may favour you, 
for the carrying you out either of thefe Ways, you have fumi- 
cient Inftructions from the Firft and Second Books of this Eng- 
Ufo Pilot : If you go out to the Northward, then the Firft Book 
is ufeful to bring you clear of the Land ; and if you go to the 
Weftward, then the fecond is neceflary. 

When you are clear of the Land, you may obferve thefe fol- 
lowing Inftructions, to fhape a proper Courfe to thofe parts. 

From the Derfey in Ireland, Latitude 52 deg. to Cape Farewel, 
in Groenland, Latit. 58 deg, 56 min. the Courfe is W.N. W. 
welterly, diftant 460 leagues. 

From the Mizan-bead in Ireland.to Cape Difcord in Groen- 
land, the Courfe is N. W. by N. fomewhat Northerly, diftant 
380 leagues. 

From. Mizan-bead to Cape Defolatian in Groenland, the 
Courfe is WNW. diftant 490 leagues. 

From Cape Clear to Cape De/olation, the Courfe is N W. by 
W. 428 leagues. : 

And when you are arrived in fight of Groenland, it will ap- 
pear a very high ragged and mountainous Country, called by 
the Natives Secununga. - 

In the Latit. of 78 deg. 42 min, is a great Bay or Indraught, 
‘environ’d with high Mountains, and low Lands lying between 
them in this Bay is no Ground at 100 Fathom, Of which 
Coaft you will have the Sea of divers Colours, in fome places 
Green, in fome Black, and in fome Blue; and itis obferved that 
the Green Sea is freeft from Ice, the Azure Blue very Icy, and 
the Black Sea is very deep. 

Tt is alfo obfervable, that within the Artic Circle, the Air is 
not fo cold, neither doth the Snow lie on the Hills, nor the Sea 
fo full of Ice, as it is to the Southward on the faid Coaft.

Captain Gillam, in the Year 1670, found to be fo fhoaly that 
he was forced to bear down to Fames’s Bay, to Capt. Gillam. 
But the River of Port Neljon is navigable, as may be feen by 
the following Directions. 

Upon this River, Port Nelfon, lies York Fort, whofe Latitude 
is 57 deg. oomin. and Longitude 88 Weft from the Lizard. 

This Fort is built with Wood, having 32 pieces of Ordnance 
in it and 7o Men. This River is very dangerous to come into 
unlefs an extraordinary Care be taken to found between the Sands, 
which moft part fheweth dry at low water. The River lies near 


S.-W. and N.E. the Tides do rife and fall about g Foot; Ships 


may lie afloat againft the Fort in two fathom Water: Alfo Ships 
may ride very well in 4 or 5 fathom Water in the Inner Hole, 
without the Rivers Mouth, having fome part of the Sand without 
them. The South Channel is navigable for Boats and {mall 
Veffels to go in at, but not fo good as the North Channel. 

In the Latitude of 61 and 62 deg. are divers Mands, with great 
Sounds in them and Inlets, infomuch that Sir Thomas Button had 
here great hopes of a Paflage between them, which when he at- 
tempted a Pafiage, found that they were but Iflands, and Paffa- 
ges betygeen them, and that the main Land oppofed his Paffage and 
prevented his Expectation, call’d it Hopes Check’d, which lies in 
the Lat. of 62 deg. and fo coafting along the Weftern-fhore, in 
the Lat. of 64; groping along the fhore, as it were for a Paffage, 
he faw the opening of a Bay to the northward, and having thereby 
fome hopes of a Paflage call’d this Land Hopes Advanc’d. The 


| Advane’d. main Land is called New North Wales; fo coafting along the 


Land, to the latit. of 65 deg. where there is a Bay, with many 
Iflands, which is called Sir Thomas Roes Welcome. Sir Thomas 
Button here coafting this Bay, where there was the greateft hopes 
of a Paflage and finding no Poffibility of it in this Bay, called 
the bottom thereof Ne wltra. 

And feeing we can go no further here, we now return again 
to Port Neljon, where you will find in the Latit. of 57 deg. 20 
min. the Water of a pudifh and red fandy Colour, and fhoal 
Water, but 6, 7, or 8 fath. when you cannot fee Land from the 
Top-maft-head, and the nearer Land the fhoaler Water ; then 
when you are to the Southward of Port Nel/oz, you mutt con- 
{tantly ufe your Lead. Here lieth 2 {mall IMands from a Point 
where the Land tends to the S. ward; within 4 Leag. of the fhore, 
it is very fhoalandfullof Breaches; the main is call’d New Yorkbire. 

Cape Henrietta Maria, lieth in the Lat. of 54 deg. 30 min. 
from which the Land tends away SSE. into Fames’s-Bay. 

At the Mouth of which Bay off of Cape Henrietta Maria, lieth 
Wefton Ifles. At the bottom of this Bay, is Pr. Ruperts River, 
where Capt. Gi//am and other Ships have wintered for feveral 


Years: The Tide here in the Bay doth not flow ordinarily above 


two foot. 

In failing to the Bay, you mutt be careful to keep clear of the 
funken Rocks, which are on both fides in great abundance. Thefe 
Rocks lie a great way off from the Eaft fhore, ftanding along the 
fhoar to the Northward, you will fee many breaches, in which 
Courfe you will have 12 or 14 fathom Water, the Ground very 
uneven, for in fome places you will have 12 fathom, and imme- 
diately 5 or 6 fathom. Here runneth a very quick Tide.

Charlton Ifland \ieth in the Latitude of 51 deg. 
30 min. in the Difference of the Meridians from 
South fide lieth a fair Harbour to appearance, but at the mouth 
thereof lieth a Bar, whereon there is not above two foot at low 
Water, yet within there is 4 fathom; the Ground to the fouth-

Winds be ftrong at N. W. or N, W. by N. anda N.N. W. 
Wind, if it blows a ftorm will raife the Tides extraordinarily, 
but the Wind blowing upon the contrary Points, it will rife ve- 
ry little, the harder it blows the leffer it flows, there is no diffe- 
tence between the Spring and the Neap-Tides to be perceived, 
the Flood cometh from the Northward, and the Ebb fets that 
way again ; the Land which incircles the Bay, lieth in a broken 
and nregular. form, making many little Shoals, Bays and Guts, 
being full of Iffands and dry fands, it is for the moft part low 
and flat Land, and Flats and Shoals adjoining to it; half a Mile 
or a Mile from the Shore, they are dry at low Water. 

It feldom rains here after the middle of September, but {nows, 
and that Snow will not melt on the Land or Sands, At low- 
Water the Sands are covered with it, then doth it gather together 
in this manner till the latter end of Oéfober, and by that time it 
hath brought the Sea to that coldnefs that as it fnows, the Snow 
will lie on the Water in Flakes, without changing the Colour; 
and with the Wind is wrought together, and as the Winter comes 
on, it begins to freeze on the Surface of it, 2 or 3 Inches in one 
Night, which being carried with the half Tide, (for you muft 
know that it flows there half T ide) then it meets with fome Ob- 
ftacle (as foon it doth) and then it crumbles up it felf that in a 
few hours it will be 5 or 6 foot thick. The half Tide ftill fow- 
ing carries it fo fait away, that by December it is grown to an infi-

Renowes being the 
Southermoft Harbour the Exglifh have in Newfoundland. 

From Cape Ballard to the S. point of Revowes, the Courfe is 
NNE. about 2 Leagues. Renowes is but a bad Harbour by rea- 
fon of funken Rocks going in, lying in the fair way, befides other 
Rocks on each fide; only it is a good place for Fifhing. 

He that goes in there ought to be very well acquainted, and 
when you are in where Ships ufually ride, you have not above 
15 foot Water, and but fmall Drift, by Reafon of fhoals about 
you, and a SSE. Wind brings in a great Sea, fo that it is very 
bad riding, it is only ufed in Summer-time : The Harbour lies 
NW. about a League in; but you muft keep the South fide 
going in, for that is the cleareft. 

Off the S. point of the Entrance of the Harbour lies an Ifland, 
a {mall Diftance from the thore, and off the faid S. Point of the 
Harbour S.E. by E. about half a League lies a great Rock high 
above Water, called Renowes Reck, which you may fee at leatt 
3 Leagues off in fair Weather, but the Rock is bold to go on 
either fide. 

From Renowes Point to Fermowes is a League and a half NE. 
by N. NNE. and N. tending about, but being a little without 
Renowes, the Courfe will be NNE. till you come open of the 
Harbour of Fermowes.

Fermowes is a very good Harbour, and bold going in, no dan-

You have about 20 fathom Water in the Entrance of the Har- 
bour, but within you have from 14, to 12, 10, 9, 8, 7, and 6 
fathom, as you pleafe, and the Read runs up at leaft 4 Miles 
and an: half. 

From Fermowes to Agua Fort, the Courfe is N. by E. about a 
League, between which, there is two Heads, or points of Land

it lies in WNW. and there is a great Rock above Water going 
in on the South-fide, which is bold too, you run up about two 
miles within the Harbours Mouth; and ride on the North-fide, 
and lye Landlock’d as it were in a Pond, like to Ferryland Pool, 
but larger, and where with a piece of Timber you may make a 
Stage from your Ship to your Stage on Shore, being an excel- 
lent Harbour, and Water deep enough.

Lfland, you may run in and anchor where you pleafe, being a good i a d 
handfome breadth, or you may go into the Pool, which is a place The Poo! 
on the Larboard-fide (going in) within a point of Beach, where . 
you ride in 12 foot Water at Low-water, and there the Admi- 
rals Ship generally rides (the Stages being near, feveral Planters 
Inhabitants. lives in this Place.) From Buoy-Ifand almott into 
the Land to the weftward are {mall Ifands and Rocks, which 
make Ferryland Harbour or Port, and divide it from Caplins 
Bay ; between the faid Rocks in fome places is a Paflage for 
Boats, and the Water rifes hereabout 3 and a half, 4, and fome- 
times 5 foot, and fometimes 3 foot, and fo it doth generally in all 
the Harbours in this Land. 

From Ferryland-head to Cape Broyle Head is N. by E. almoft 
4 Miles, between which are 3 Iflands which lie before Caplins Goofelfle 
Bay, there are Channels to fail between them to Caplins Bay, Stone lle. 
that is to fay, between Buey-Iand, which is the fouthermoft and Caplin. 
greateft, and Goo/e-IMand which is the middlemoft, and is the ®4¥- 
fecond in bignefs next to Buoy-IMand ; alfo you may fail thro’ 
between Goofe Iland, which is the middlemott, and Stone-I/land 
which is the Northermuft ; in both thefe Paffages it is large e- 
nough for Ships to fail or turn in or out; but between Stone- 
Lfland and the North-thore (that is Cape Broyle) there is no Paf- 
fage for a Ship, only for Boats, for there is a great Rock be- 
tween Stone-T/laed arid the North fhore. 

Caplins Bay is large and good, and runs in a great way WNW. 
at leaft fix Miles within the faid Ifands, where many Ships may 
ride in good Ground, and where at’ fometims, the Newfound- 
land Fleet meet that are bound with Convoy to the Streights, 
but generally rendezvouz at Bay-Bulls. 

From Cape Broyle-bead (the North part of it) lies in the Bay 
or tdarbour of iis Broyle, WNW. and NW. by W., about 


7 Miles and an half.

Cape Broyle is the moft remarkable Land on all the S. Coat 
of Newfoundland, for coming out of the Sea either from the 
Soutaward or Northward, it makes with a Swamp in the mid- 
die and appears like a Saddle. ESE. from the North point of 
Cape Broyle, above half, or three quarters of a Mile, lies a fun- 
ken Rock called Old Harry, on which is but 18 foot Water, the 
Sea breaks upen it in bad Weather, but between the fhore and 
it is Water enough of 42 and 13 fathom, and without it is a 
Ledge about the fame Depth, where they ufe to fith, but off the 
Ledge is deep Water of 40 and 50 fathom, and deeper.” In very 
bad Weather the Sea breaks home almoft to the fhore from 
Old Harry, by reafon ot the Current that {ets ftreng generally to 
the Southward. j 

From Cape Broyle to Brigus by S. (fo called to diftinguith it 
from another Brigus in the Bay Conception) is about a Leag. but 
from the North Head of Cape Broyle Bay to Brigus is but little 
more than a Mile, and lies in NW. and NW. by W. Brigus is a 
place (only) for fmall Veffels of not above 7 or 8 foot Draught 
of Water, to ride in the Cove, which is not altogether fafe neither ; 
it is a place of fifhing, where live two Planters ; there is an Ifland 
(fo called) where they build their Stage, and make their Fifh upon 
that come there a fifhing, but the Water comes not quite round 
unlefs in a great Storm or Rage: It is a place of little concernment. 

From Cape Broyle to Cape Neddick ‘the Courfe is North by 
Fat Northerly five Miles: And from Brigus Point to Cape C. Ned- 
Neddick is Nix. almoft a Mile and an half, between which is dick. 
Frefh-water Bay, but of no Concernment. Cape Neddick is a 
high Point, flat at Top, and ftrait down to the Water. 

From Cape Neddick to Baline-head is about half a League eens 
NE. by E. between which lies in Lamanche. Lamanche is only che. 

a Cove in the Bay, where is no fafe riding for any Ship. Baline- 

From Baline-bead to Baline-Cove is more than half a Mile, head. 
near three quarters, it is place where Ships ufe to keep 2 or 3 
Boats with a Stage for fifhing, where one Planter lives; the place 
is not for Ships, only {mall Veffels may come in to lade, and lie 
within the Rock called the Whales-back, which Rock breaks off 
any Sea, and there is two Rocks above Water, one on each whales 
fide going in, and the Whales-back in the middle coming in, Back. 
but without the faid Rocks that are above Water.

Againft Baline Cove lies Gcofe-Ifland, about a Mile or half a 
League to the Seaward of Baline. Goofe-T/land is a pretty large 
[and three quarters or near a Mile long. ae eee 

From Baline-bead to Ifes de Spear is NN E. a Mile within 
the greateft of the faid Ifands, which is the Northermott, ufes 
a Ship every Year to fifh there, on which Ifland is a Stage on 
the infide, that is the Weft-fide, and good riding in Summer- 
feafon, the Ifland being pretty large, but the Northermoft Ifland 
is only a round Hill ft for no Ufe. 

The next to the [les de Spear is T ‘aads Cove, where a Planter 
inhabits, a Place for Boats to fifth, but not for Ships to ride. 

A little without Toads Cove, (or to the Faftward) is Foxes 
Tfland, between which and it is no Paffage, but only for Boats 
to go through at High-water. 

From Baline-Head to the Momatles-Bay N. by E. is about 4 
Miles, and lies in N.W. near z Miles, but lies open to the Sea, 
yet a good Place for fifhing. . 

From Beline- Heed to the North Point of Momables-Bay, 
(which is the South Point of Witle/s-Bay) the Courfe is NNE. 
Northerly four Miles, off which Point is a fhoal of Rocks that 
lies a great way off, fo that Men mutt be well acquainted to go 
with Ships between the {aid Point and Green I/land, which is a 
{mall Ifand right off againft the faid Point a little more than a 
Mile; for if you intend to come through between them, then 
it is beft to keep the Ifland fide, which is cleareft. 

From the faid fhoal Point, or South Point of Witle/s-Bay the 
Land on the South-fide of the Bay lies in, firft part NNW. and 
after more wefterly. - 

From the South Point of /7itles-Bay to the North Point of 
the faid Bay, is NE. by N. about a League, fo that it is a large 
going into the Bay, and lies a large league within Gull Ifland to 
the Llead of the Bay, fo that there is turning in or out, but a- 
bout half way into the Bay on the North-fide (where the Plan- 
ters live, and the Admiral’s Stage is) there is a Ledge of Rocks 
which you muft avoid; you shall fee the molt part of them above 
Water, and lie but little without the outermoft, which appears 
dry, This is a far better Bay than Momables, by reafon of Gull and 
Green Ifland lying without before it; you may fail between the 
Iflands, or between Guill [lend and the South point of Bay-Bulls, 
yet Ships after the beginning of September will not care to ride in 
Witlejs-Bay, but rather come to Bay-Bulls, which is but a League 
and a half about to it, and not above 2 miles anda half over Land. 

From Cape Brayle to Bay-Bulls is N NE. half Eafterly, five 
Leagues from the South-Fiead of Bay-Bxlls to the North-Head 
called Bull-Head, the Courfe is N E. Northerly a Mile and a 
quarter or thereabouts, between which 2 Heads, goes in the Bay 
Bulls \ying in WNW. for at leaft 2 Miles, and after that NW. 
for about a Mile to the River head. In which Bay is good riding 
from 20 fathom at the firft entrance between the Heads to 18, 
16, fc. After you are fliot within Bread and Cheefe Point which 
is a Point half the Bay in on the North fide, where there is a 
Cove in which the Admirals keep their Stage. You mutt give 
this Point a little Birth for a funken Rock that lies off that Point 
not half a Cables length, elfe all the Bay is bold too, and nothing 
to hurt you but what you fee. Being paft that Point run up and 
anchor, (or turn up) againft the high Hill called Foaa Clays Hill, 
(bring it NE.) in 13 or 14 Fathom, which you will have there, 
almoft from fide to fide, but Merchantmen run farther in, and 
anchor fome in 10, 9 or 8 fathom, not above a Point open, 
and others not above half a Point. Men of War ride not 3 Points 
open. Here generally the Fleet is made up; that is, here they 
meet ready to fail, commonly (for the Streights) by the rsth 
or 2oth of September. It is from fide to fide againtt Joan Clays 
Hill, as aforefaid 430 Fathom, fo that it wants but 10 Fathom 
ot half an Englifb Mile broad. 

From Bay-Bulls to Petty-Harbour, the Courfe is NE. by N. 
3 and a half or 4 Leagues, between which (is nothing remarka- 
ble of Bays or Coves but a fteep dead fhere only) about mid- 
way is a place called the Spout, being a hollow place which the 
Sea runs into, and having a vent on the top of the Land near 
the Waiter-fide, fpouts up the Water in that manner that you 
may fee it a great way off, efpecially if there be any Sca, which 
caufes the greater violence. 

Petty-Harbour is a large Bay the Entrance of it; for from the 
South point to the North point is a League diftance NNE. and 
S3W. one from the other, and it is a Leag. in where the Ships 
ride that fith there, being but a little Cove, “it lies in WNW. 

From the North Point of Petty-Harbour to Cape Spear, the 


~ Courfe is NE. by N. two Miles or therabouts, and from thence 


the Land tends into the NW. to Black-Head, and fo to the 
Harbour of St Febn’s. 

From Cape Spear to the Harbour of St. Fobn’s is NW. by N. 
4 Miles ; between which are three Bays, the firft 1s from Cape 
Spear to Black-Head, and is called Cape-Bay 5 the fecond is from 
Block-Head to Low Point, and that is called Deadmans-Bay, 
feveral Men and Boats being formerly loft in that Bay; the third 
is from Low Point to St. John’s Harbour, and that is called 
Frefpwater-Bay. 

The Harbour of St. Yobn’s is an excellent good Harbour (tho’ 
narrow in the Entrance) and the chiefeft in Newfoundland for 
che number of Ships ufed and employed in Sfhing, and for 
Smacks ; as alfo for the number of the Inhabitants here dwelling, 
and remaining all the Year ; it is narrow going in, not above 160 


Fathom broad from the South Point to the North Point, but bold 
to the very Rocks Nofe, or fhore itfelf, and you have 16 or 17 
fathom the deepeft between the two Heads, and lies in WNW, 
but it is yet more narrow after the firft Entrance, by reafon of 
two Rocks lying within, on each fide, but above water, between 
which you are to fail, it being 
them, But being paft them, you may run in boldly, being then 
wider by a great matter, and can take no hurt but from the 
Shore, only within the forefaid Rock, on the South-fide of it, a 
Point within Ring-noon (which is a fmall Bay) there hes a funken 
Rock about 30 fathom off the fhore, which hath not above 
eight foot Water on it, Being in the Harbour, you may an- 
chor in 8, 7, 6, 5, or 4 Fathom, as you pleafe, and lie Land- 
lock’d for all Winds, for it lies up WSW. 

You mutt obferve that you cannot expect to fail in, unlefs the 
Wind be good at S. W. or to the fouthward of it, and then 
the Wind cafts in between the 2 Hills till you are gotten quite 
within the narrow, and there you have room enough. But if 
it be at WSW. er more Wefterly, the Wind will caft out and 
you muft warp in. 

But be fure, if unacquainted, that you miftake not the Har 
bour of St. Yobus, for a place called (Quiddy Vidy) or Kitty Vitty, 
which is fair by it within a Mile, and fhews an opening like a 
good Harbour, as St. Yobs, but is not fo, being a place only 
for Boats to go in, being narrow and dangerous even for Boats 
at Low-water; therefore you may know it by a round bare Hill 
(Head-like) in the form of a Haycock, which is called Cuckolds- 
Head, and is juft at the South-part of the Entrance of this Kitty- 
Vitty, and to the Northward of St. Fobus three quarters of a 
Mile or more: But befides this, your Courfe from Cape Spear 
will guide you. 

From St. Fohus to Torbay, the Courfe is between N. by E. 
(being a little diftance without the Harbour) and North. About 
2 Leagues and a half between St. Fobus and Torbay are feveral 
Points which have Names given them, that is from St. ohms to 
Cuckolds-Head going into Kitty-Vitty; the next is Small-point, 
which lies NE, by N. about 2 Miles from St. Yobus; the third is 
Sugar Loaf Point, and lies N by E. from Smatl-point half a Leag. 
the fourth is Red-Head, and lies North from Sugar-Loaf about 
2 Miles, between which, that is, Sugar-Loaf and Red-Head, is a 
Bay called Logy-Bay, And the fifth point is the South point of 
Torbay, and lies N by W. half a Point Wefterly, from Red-Head 
about 2 Miles. ‘This faid Point of Torbay is lower than all the 
reft. From the faid South Point of Toréay to the Anchoring- 
place where Ships ufually ride, the Courfe is W by N. 2 Miles 
and more, where you anchor in 14 Fathom againft Greens Cove. 
But if you are open of the Bay, the Courfe is WSW. for the 
Bay is large, and at leaft a League from the South point to the 
North Point, which North Point is called Flat-Rock: So that if 
you come from the Northward by Flat-Rock (which is a low 
black Point with a Fvat-Rock lying off it, and breaks on it) your 
Courfe then into Torbay is SW. a League. There live two 
Planters at Torbay: It is a bad place for Ships to ride in with 
the Wind out at Sea. Being ‘open to the Ocean, their falls in 
a great Sea. 

From the North Point of Torbay (called Flat-Rocks) to Red- 
Head by North, the Courfe is N by W. about half a League ; 
but from Flat-Rock to Black-Head by North the Courfe is N. by 
W. half W. two Leagues. 

From Black-Head to Cape St. Francis is NW. 5 Miles ; Cape 
St. Frencis is a whitith Point, and low in comparifon of the other 
Land, but at Sea the high Land over it is taken for the Cape. 
Within the Point of the Cape to the Southward of it is a Cove, 


called Shoe Cove, where Boats ufe to come a Tilting (ufing the 


Fifhermens Expreffion) that is to fplit and falt the Fith they catch, 
and blowing hard, and bad weather, cannot-get to places they 
belong to intime. In this Cove you may hale up a Boat to fave 
her if the Wind be out; for with Northerly, Wefterly, and 
Southerly Winds, you will lic fafe, and isa good place off it 
to catch Fith. 

About half a League off, Triangular ways, lies funken Rocks, 
the outermoft lies ENE. from the Cape not a Mile and three 
quarters: There are alfo great Rocks above Water like {mall 
Iffands, the outermoft of which lies above three quarters of a 
Mile Eaft from the Cape, and the innermoft not half a Mile off 
fhore, between which great Rocks (or Iflands) and the funken 
Rocks you may go (as I have done) with Boats, and find Water 
enough for any Ship : But Men are unwilling to venture there 
being no Advantage inthe Cafe. Thefe great Rocks make the 
aforefaid Shoe Cove the better and more fafe. 

There is alfo another Cove to the N.ward of the Point of the 
Cape for Boats when the Wind is off the Shore, but elfe not fafe. 

From Cape St. Francis to Bell [fle is SW. and SW. by S. 
5 or 5 and a half leagues, being a large Ifland not above a leag. 
from the fhore, againft which Ifland on the Main is a Cove call’d 
Portugal-Cove, where they ufe to catch and cure Fifh in Summer- 
time and lies to the Eaftward. Bel/ D/le is about two Leagues 
in length, and about three Miles broad, and the Ships that 
fith there, lie in a little Cove on the South-fide of the Ifland, 


which will contain 5 or 6 Ships according to the Rate as they — 
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fame confirm’d by Mr. Spark in Bay-Bulls, on September 8, 1675, 
who had been fifhing and made Voyages at Bel/-J/le, and Por- 
tugal-Cove. 

From Cape St. Francis to the Ifland Bacalieu is N. by E. about 
9 Leagues: Bacalieu is an Ifland 2 Leag. long, and above half 
a League broad ; about which Boats ufe to fifh: There are no 
Inhabitants on it, but abundance of Fow!ls of feveral forts, which 
breed there in the Summer-time. Between this Ifland and the 
Main is about a League, where you may fail thro’ with Ships if 
you pleafe. Bay of Verds-head and the South-weft end of Ba- 
‘calieu lies E. by N. and W. by S. one from the other about a 
League and a half. 

From Cape St. Francis to the Bay of Verds-bead is due North, 
about 8 Leagues and a half. And from the Head to the Bay (or 
Cove) where Ships ride, is about 3 quarters of a Mile to the 
weftward of the Head; the place where Ships ride is not above 
a Cable’s length from one point to the other, and lies North and 
- South one from the other; and you lay your anchors in ro fa- 

thom, and your Ship lies in 5 fath. with a Cable out, and your 
Stem then is not above half a Cable’s length from the Stages. 
The Ships that ride there are fore’d to feize their Cables one to 
another, and you cannot ride above 7 or 8 Ships at moft: It is 
a bad place and hazardous for Ships to ride, but only in the 
Summer-time. By reafon of the great plenty of Fith, and that 
? fo near them, makes Fithing-fhips defire that place the more, 
altho’ there are feveral Inconveniencies in it, as being a very bad 
F place both for Wood and Water, ec. 
The Ships lie open to the SW. into the Bay of Con/wmption. 
_ Now there is a Cove alfo on the Eaft-fide of Bay Verds-head, a- 
bout a Mufquet-fhot over from Bay Verds itfelf, called the Black 
Cove, where Stages are, and Boats kept to catch With. 
Bay Verds is good to be known by the Ifland Bacalieu, and 
alfo by another Head within Bacalew fhooting out, called Spit 
Point; and alfo Bay Verds Head itfelf, which is the weftermott , 
— thefe three Heads fhow very bluff, and very like one to the o- 
ther when you come from the Southwards: there is no Danger 
in going into Bay Verds, but what you fee. Here dwell feveral 
Planters. 

From Bay Verds Head to Split Point (which is again{t Baca- 
Jieu Ifland the Courfe is ENE. about halt a League. 

Flam- From Bay Verds Head to Flamborough-head is SW. by W. a- 
porougb- bout 2 leagues : Flamborough-bead is a black fteep point, but 
no place of fhelter for a Boat, but when the Wind is off the fhore , 
neither is there any fafety between Bay Verds and Carbonera 
(which is about 10 Leagues and a half, and lies South-weft and 
SW. by S.) only two places for Boats, the one in the SW. Cove 
of Green Bay, which 1s but an indifferent place, and lies South- 
Weft about 4 Leagues and an half from Bay Verds, the other 
is Salmon Cove, which is about three Leagues to the North- 
ward of Cardonerda. 

Verds Head to Green Bay is South Weft about 4 
This Bay is above a league over, but not any 
thing confiderable in it, only the aforefaid South-weft Cove, 
and a place in the bottom of the Bay, where the Indians come 
every Year to dig Okar to okar themielves. 

From the South-point of Green-bay to Black-bead, is SW. a 
league, and from Bilack-head to Salmon Cove is SW. by W. four 
miles : It is a place of fhelter for Boats, an Ifland lying in the 
middle: a River in the faid Cove runs up, in which are ftore 
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5 leagues. ; 
From Sahnon Cove to Carbonera the Courfe is S. W. about 3 


leagues. The South end ot Carbonera Uland 1s low, upon which 
is a Bulwark of 20 Guns, which the Merchant Men made for 
their Defence. The Harbour of Carbonera is very bold on both 
fides, fo is the Ifland, between which and the Main are Rocks, 
which are juft under Water. This is a good place for Ships to 
ride in, and for catching and curing of Fifh, and feveral Inhabi- 
tants with good Paftorage, and above an hundred head of Cattel, 
which afford good Milk and Butter in the Summer-time ; there 
is very good anchoring in clear, Ground, fair turning in or out, 
being a Mile broad, and 3 Miles in the River, riding in 5, 6, 
7, 8 fathom or deeper Water if you pleafe. But to the North- 
‘gard of this Port of Carbonera are two Coves where Planters live 
and keep Boats for fifhing ; the northermoatt of thefe two Coves 
4s called Clown Cove, not for Ships, but good for Boats, being 
about 2 miles from Carbonera; the other is called Crockers Cove, 
where live two Families, and is but a little to the Northward 
of the Entrance of Carbonera (Bay or) Port. 

If you are bound (or intend for Carbonera) you may go on 
which fide of the Iand you pleafe, which lies without the Bay 
(or Entrance) about a Mile from the fhore, but if you go to the 
Southward of the Ifland, you muft keep the middle between the 
Point of the Ifland, and the South point of Carbonera, becaufe 
it is foul off the SW. end of the Ifand, and off the South point 
of the Main; therefore your beft going in is to the Northward 
of Carbonera Iland (and fo is the going into Harbor Grace to 
the northward of Harbor Grace Ifland) Carbonera lies in WSW. 
2 and a half or 3 miles, and from Carbonera to Harbor Grace 
is SSE. a league or more. 
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From Black-head to Carbonera is SW. half S. between 4 and - 


Entrance WSW. at leaft 8 Miles, and is a Mile broad. But be- 
tween Carbonera and Harber Grace is Mujketa Cove, where Ships Musketa- 
may ride, but feldom ufe it. Here live two Planters, it is not “"~ 


- fo convenient for fifhing Ships as other places, altho’ clean 


Ground, Water enough, and large. 

You may turn into Harbor Grace all the Bay over from fide to Harber. 
fide, and come off what fide you pleafe of the Rock called Sa/- Grace, 
vages, which lies almoft in the middle of the Channel. Bur there 
is another Rock on the North-fide, called Long Harry, fomething 
without Salvages, near the North fhore, where you go between 
the Main and it with Boats, but needlefs for Ships altho’ Water 
enough. Both the Rocks are a great heigth above Water, being 
within, or to the weftward of the Rock Salvages, you may turn 
from fide to fide by your Lead, till you draw towards a mile off 
the point of the Beach (within which the Ships ride) you muft 
then keep to the North fhose, for that there is a Bar or Ledge 
fhoots over from the South-fide, almoft to the North fhore. 

To know when you are near the faid Bar or Ledge, is this, }yarks of 
you fhall fee two white Rocks on the Land by the Water-fide the Bare 
in a Bank (on the North-fide) which fhews whiter than any Le¢ge- 
place elfe, and is about a Mile below, or to the eaftward of the 
Beach, which is good to be known, being a low Point, nothing 
but Beach for a pretty diftance: Keep the faid North fhore 
pretty near, where you will have 3 fathom and a half on the Bar, 
and prefently after 4, 5, 6, and 7 fathom. But if you ftand 
over to the fouthward till you are got within the faid Bar or 
Ledge, you fhall not have above 7, 8, and g foot water, this Sand 
tends SE, from thwart the forefaid two white Rocks, and runs 
over clofe to the South-fide: But being pait that, as aforefaid, 
you may turn from fide to fide till within the Beach, and ride 
Landlock’d in 4, 5 or 6 fathom, or higher up in 7, 8, 9, or io 
fathom as you pleafe: The Harbour (or River) runs up S.W. 
by W. at leaft two Leagues above the Beach, Navigable. 

Being bound for Harbor Grace, be fure to go to the North- qz45. 
ward of the Harbor Grace Ifands, which lie before the Harbour Grace 
above a Mile off: For the fouthward of the Iflands between it Islands, 
and the. South fhore of the Harbour is foul Ground: The Har- 
bour lies in W.S.W. 

From Harbor Grace to Cape St. Francis, is Eaft Northerly 

feven Leagues and a half. 
From Harbor Grace to Bryants Cove, is SW. about half a leag. 
but it is no place where Ships ufe; one Planter lives there being 
a good place for the catching of Fith.

would believe this Bay to be the Harbour of Zrepajfey ; for you ' 


cannot fee any of the faid Harbour till you run clole over to the 
weftern high Land, which trenches to the northward from Cape 
Pine towards Sailing Cove, and therefore I advife you to keep 
over to this Shore, before you bear ‘up for the Harbour, for it 1s 
all bold too; then you'll tee the Harbour fairly open, being a- 
bout half a Mile, ‘or three quarters of a Mile from the faid fhore, 
having about 12 or 15 fathom of Water; and you’ il havethe Point 
of Land that makes the S.E. Point of the faid Harbour, called 
Powles, N.E.. of you, then you may bear away keeping ftill near- 
er into the Shore aforefaid; for off the Point of Powles, lie fome 
fanken Rocks. The Entrance of this Harbour is about half a

*EHofe that would fail fram Cape Race, weltward, the Courfe

all the way up the Harbour is bold too, except a funken Rock, 
that lies on your Starboard-fide three quarters of a Mile up 
the faid Harbour ; but it lies clefe into the faid Shore, fo that it 1s 
not very dangerous..

From Cape Pine to Cape St, Mery, the Courfe is W. by N. Cale ses 
or rather NW. by W. by your Compafs, becaufe of the Varia- Mary.

eleven Leagues, and between them lies the deep Bay of St. Mary, 
a great many Leagues up to the northward, with the. Harbour of 
that Name ; alfo a fifhing Place, but much out of the way for 
that Trade. Before you come to Cape St. Mary, about 5 Miles 
South Eatt from it, lies feveral Rocks above Water, the two big- Butt ang 
eft of which, the French call by the Name of the Bull and Cow; Cow, 
there lies alfo feveral funken Rocks about them, therefore you 
ought to avoid them, and keep.a good lock out incoming from 
the Eaftward towards the abovelaid Cape. 
SSW. half Weft, about 8 Miles from the faid Cape of St. Mary, 
lies alfo forne funken Rocks; a large Defcription of which, and 
the former, 1 have already given, with a full Account of that 
part of the Coaft, and Directions how to fail from the faid Cape 
to Placentia, and Defcription of the faid Harbour of Placentia in Placentia 
the Maps in the faid Harbour in this Book, to which I refer you. 
From Placentia to little Placentia, the Coaft runs along Nerth 
about 9 Miles; and the Land by the Sea-fide, is all low Land, 
as it were a Beach, but a little way up the Country, is ail high 
mountainous Land, as mott part of the Coaft is excepting Greez 
Peint, which is low level Land, and a good Sea Mark to know 
the Bay of Placentia by.

When Cape Mutton bears N.E. about 5 Leagues off, it appears thus, with the Land to the Eaftward of it.

r-"\HE Bank of Newfoundland would be of very great Service, 

§ to thofe that are bound to that Coaft, was the faid Bank ex- 
actly laid down ; therefore I inform you that are bound to that 
Coatt that you may not be deceived, as I my felf was like to have 
been (in going to St. Fobus) on the 29th of Fune 1715, at 8 aClock 
in the Morning, and then in the Latitude of 48 ° 44’ having 
been juft a Month that very Day from Plymouth Sound, bound to 
oe Fobit’s, we brought too, and founded, where we had g2 fa- 
taom Water, fine white Sand, which I fuppofed to be the out- 
ward edge of the Bank: For after we had failed from thence 
Welt.262 39'S. about 18 Miles, (don’t miftake me, or rather don’t 
niftake yourselves, by failing W. 26° 30'S. for you muft uaderftand 
I made my Courfe good fo, my Compa/s at that time having 19 deg. 
Weft Variation, underfiand the fame of the other Courfes, &c.) we 
founded again, and had but 72 fath. fine Sand as before; and this 
Yreckon’d the middle of the faid Bank, -or at leaft the fhoaleft 
sart of it; for having failed from this about g4 Miles upon @

the very Rocks Nofe, and the above-mentioned Charts make it a- 
bove 40 Leagues from St. Febn’s to the faid inward Edge of the

"There is alfo ancther thing to be taken Notice of, by which 
you may know when you are upon the Bank, I have readan Au- 
thor that fays, in treating of this Coaft, that you may, know this 


had $4 fath. ftill very fine white Sand, but fome pieces of flaty 
fort of Stones mix’d therewith; which is a great Sign you are 
going off the faid Bank , (that is between it and the fhore, Gc.) 
for after we had run 26 Miles more upon a W. by S. half S. 
Courfe, we had roo fathom cazey Ground, and Slate Stones, as 
beforefaid ; which may be taken for a certain Rule, that one is 
between the Bank and the fhore, having this Quality of Ground, 
and Quantity of Water.

Note, Lhefe Fowls never 
jy, for their Wings are very

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by the great quantities of Fowls upon the Bank, viz. Sheer-qwa- 
ters, Willocks, Noddies , Gulls and Pengwins, &c. without making 
any Exceptions ; which is a Miftake, for 1 have teen all thoie 
Fewls roo Leagues off this Bank, the Pengawins excepted, It’s 
true, that all thefe Fowls are fen there in great Quantities, but 
none ate to be minded fo much as the Pengwins, for thefe never 
go without the Bank as the others do; for they are always on it, 
or within it, feveral of them together, fomct:mes more, other 
times lefs, but never lefs than 2 together; they are large Fowls, 
about the bignefs of a Goofe, a coal black Head and Back, with 
a white Belly, and a Milk white Spot under one of their Eyes, 
which Nature has ordered to be under the right Eye, and Ex- 
traordinary remarkable: (for my part I never faw any with fuch 
a {pot under their left Eye) the Figure of which I have here fet 
down, to facilitate the Knowledge of them, We. There 
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There is yet another thing which I muft not forget to acquaint you of, and 
that is of the true Diftance between the Lizavd and Cape Spear, a Cape lying 
between 3 and 4 Miles S.E. by S. from St. Tobr's 5 from which Cape I took 
my Departure when I came fronrthe fame St. Fohn's to England in 14 Days 
paflage, having a fair Wind all the Time, and an Obfervation every other Day, 
and confequently very good opportunity of keeping a true Account of the Ships 
Way. ‘Therefore having made ail the Remarks and obfervattons peflible, made 
juft 43 eg. Difference of Longitude, between the abovefaid C, Spear and the 
Lizard, or 566 Leag. Diftance. But you muft note that I made it fo by mark- 
ing my Log-line, 50 Foot between each Knot; according to Mr. Noraveod’s and 
{everal other Experiments which I will hold to be true, which have many times 
experienc’d feveral years paft ; and I could wifh with all my Heart, that every 
one that goes to Sea, would keep their Reckoning according to this Method, 
which they will find to be the beft, in failing under one Meridian at any time, 
having a good Obfervation ; for then I can affure them, that the Log. line ac- 
cording to the old way of marking, viz. 42 Feet to each Knor, will give them 
2 and 3 and 20 leag. for every Degree, that they have inereafed or decreafed

the Lar, by their Obférvations; whictris a plain cafe that their Line is too thort 
when the Glafs is 30 fec which they throw it by, Gc, I know feveral that have 
told me they found it the fame; but for all they were fo. fenfible of it,..weuld 
ftill continue in their old err:neous way , becanfe fay they, when I argu’d with 
"em, it is the Cuffom, they might as well have perfuaded me, that an old Cuftom 
could overfway Reafon, ‘There are alfa a great many in the Navy, who haye 
very erroneous ways in finding the Difference of Longitude in failing from one 
place to another; feveral of which, after many Arguments, I have made fenfible 
of their Errors; and their way of working was this: Afier they had taken their 
Departure from a place, they took only notice of the Meridian Diftance as they 
called it, till they were arrived at the place where they were bound: then 
they took the middle Lat. of both places, and with the whole Meridian diftance 
found out their Longitude, altho’ perhaps at the fame time they had failed 
thro’ go feveral Deg. or Parallels of Lat. before they arrived at their defired 
Port. And how then is it pcflible that they fhould have a true Longitude, if 
they did not find it once in 24 Hours at leaft, as I did at laft perfuade fome to 
do, after being made fenfible of fo great an Error as they were guilty of, &, 


A Defcription of the Ifland of St. Peter's, by Capt. William Taverner. 


HE Ifand of St. Peter’s is fubje&t to Fogs of a different dry- 

er nature than thofe in other parts ; and yet is an extraor- 
dinary good place for drying and curing of Cod Fifh. There is 
ood Fifhing Ground rotind all the Ifland: The Harbour is good 
for Ships to ride in, efpecially the bottom of it, call’d the Bourg- 
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way, where no Wind can hurt them ; there’s Beach enough for 
300 Boats. It lies in 47 Deg. 10 Min. North Latitude, where 
the Compafs has two Points Variation Welfterly. 

Note, That the fmall Croffes in this Chart fignify Rocks under 
Water, and the Figures fhew the depth of the Water in fathoms, 
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Direttions for failing into feveral Ports in New-England. 


Hefe that are bound for New London in New- England, and 
_ fall with Block Iland, or the Eaft-end of Long Ifland, will 
find 25 fathom water Oazy Ground, and a {trong Tide of Flood 
fetting tothe WNW. Your Paffage to New London, coming 
from the S.ward, is between the Eaft-point of Long Ifland and 
Block IMand, keeping mid-Channel, or rather nearer the W. fide 
of Block [Nand (the E.. point of Long IMand being foul) in 25 fa- 
thom Water, and when you are near abreaft with the N. part of 
the IMand, then direct your Courfe NW by W. about 10 Leag. 
which will bring you fair in fight of Fifbers Iand: Come not 
near the Eaft-point of this Ifland, for it is fhoal, having dangerous 
Rocks ftretching ENE. about two Miles.from it, but give it a 
Birth of 3 or 4 Miles (for the Tide of Ebb fets ftrong over thefe 
Rocks) and keeping along the S. fide of the IMand, paffing between 
the Weft-end thereof, and Gui! IMands, which lie to the S W. of 
Fifbers land ; this Paffage is call’d the Hor/e Race, which hath 
Riplings both Ebb and Flood, notwithftanding there is 20 fath. 
water, and N by W. about 2 leagues and anhalf from the Hor/e- 
Race lies the Mouth of New London Haven, into which, if you are 
minded to Sail, fteer from the Hor/e Race (obferving the Tides) 
NNW. and Sail directly with the white fandy Beach (which you 
will then fee) till fuch Time as you have fhut the Town up which 
ftands on the W. fide of the Harbour, keeping only the top of the 
Church to be feen over the Weft-point and the Harbour a Sail’s 
breadth open, then will their Houfes appear to you on the E, 
fide, and then you may fail into the River clear of a large fun- 
ken ledge of Rocks which lieth S. and ftretcheth to the SE. off 
ftom the E. point of the Harbour, you have a fair turning Chan- 
nel which lies N by W. being bold from fide to fide, and 5 fath, 
water with Oazy Ground. Three Miles from the Mouth of 
this Harbour on the Weft-fide of the River, ftands the Town of 
New London, unto which there is good Sailing, there being no 
Danger but one funken Rock which lieth about mid-way up the 
Harbour, and about a Cable’s length from a fmall Rocky Ifand 
on the W, fide, etherwife the Harbour is bold, and you may 
Anchor in 4 or 5 fathom Water. A little to the weftward of 
the Fort Point lieth an Ifland or heap of Rocks, off from a {mall 
Neck, making a very good fmall Harbour which lieth in NW. 
This is the ufual Place of Anchoring for fimall Ships. 


Direétions for them that come from Sea, and fall in with Block 
{fland, and would go into Read Island Harbour. 


If you are on the W. fide of Block Island (where is 8 fathom, 
when it bears ENE. half I.) fandy Ground, and defign for Road 
Island Harbour which is on the SW. fide of the Island ConeGicut, 
you may fteer NE by E, 6 leag. which will bring you up with 
Point Judith, which maketh like a Nags’s-bead on the Larboard- 
fide, and is indifferent bold ; from whence NE. 5 leagues, lieth 


the Haven of Road Island, between Block Island and which, you 


have gradual Soundings from 30 to ro fath. Three Miles from 
Point Fudith lieth the Point of Coveéficut, call’d the Bever’s-Tail, 
which is reckon’d the SW. part or Entrance of Road Island Har- 
bour. On the Starboard fide of you, South off from Caj/tle-bill 
(which is on the FE, fide of Road Island Harbour) lieth a great 
many funken Rocks, fome of which are above Water. Youtnutt 
fail in NE. and you will have 20 fathom Water, a hard Rocky 
Shore: A little within the Harbour, there is a Rock called the 
Kettle Bottom, lying on the W. fide near the Shore ; there is alfo a 
Cove on the W. fide call’d Maykril Cove, which is fhoal and dan- 
serous at its Entrance. A Mile and a half within its Harbour lieth 
an Island call’d Scape Goat Island; it ftretcheth itfelf N E. and 
S. W. Right before the Town you muft pafs into the riding 
place at either End of this Island, it being indifferent bold, and 
ride between it and Road Island, neareft to Road Island fide, for 
the other part of the Harbour is grafly choaky Ground: Road 
Island is the moft Fertile on all the Coaft of New-England, If 
you would fail to the Eaftward between Martha’s Vineyard and 
the Main, direct your Courfe E.S.E. leaving Eizabeth’s Islands 
on your Larboard fide, and fail according to the Directions here 
given (after Naragan/et-Bay. ) 


: Naragan/et-Bay. 


This Bay lieth in North betwixt the Point of Coneéficut and 
Point Fudith. In this Bay there is a Rock called the Whale, 
which you muft take care to avoid ; you may fail on either fide 
of it and Anchor at your Pleafure. If you would {ail into the 
Bay onthe E. fide of Road Island, take Notice of the high Rocks 
upon the Starboard-fide of the Bay, about a Mile from fhore fteer 
N. by W. wefterly, within a Mile of thefe Rocks a League in- 
to the Bay, where in the middle of the Bay, there is good An- 
choring for all Winds except a Southerly Wind; or you may 
Anchor in 16 Fathom, Newport being E. and Hope Island N.

Direct your Courfe from Block-Ifland to Gaybead, which is 
on the Weft-end of Martha’ s-Vineyard, which Head is high Land, 
of divers Colours, as Red, Yellow, and White, in ftreaks. Your 
Courfe thither is E. 14 Degrees, but be fure you go not too far 
to the Northward of the E. for fear of falling in with the Sow 
and Pigs, which are a great Parcel of funken Rocks, fome of 
them above and fome under Water ; they ftretch W. by S. from 
Elizabeth’s Wland about a League and an half, and lie NW. from 
Gay-head (take notice) the firft of the Flood fets ftrongly over 
the Rocks to the N.ward into Buzzard’ s-bay, which is a very foul 
Bay’, within Gay-head, is a fair fandy Bay, in which is good An- 
choring againft S.and S. Eafterly Winds. Your Courfe into this 
Bay, or Sound, is ENE. in 15 fathom, where you will find a 
{trong Tide fetting Channel Courfe ; there is an opening on the 
N.fide the great Sound, or the Sound between Elizabeth’s-IMand, 
and Martha’s-Vineyard. This opening is at the Weft-end of the 
Faftermott of EZzabeth’s Wand, which Ifland is called Ekzabeth 
Ifland, the opening is called Quicks Hole, where there is indifferent 
good Anchoring ; and 3 Leagues from the Mouth of this Sound 
ENE. at the Eaft-end of E4zabeth Mand is another opening 
called Woed’s-Hole,; and about mid-way between Quicks-Hole 
and Wood’ s-Hole heth a fair fandy Cove, called Tarpoling-Cove. 

In Tarpoling-Cove, a SE. and NW. Moon makes high Water 
near the Shore, but in the Channel, between Martins-Vineyard 
and Elizabeth land, it runs Tide and half Tide SE. by E. the 
Flood to the E.ward, and the Ebb contrary to the Northwatd ; 
fo that aS. E. by E. Moon makes high Water, but runs till S, 
by Weft into the Channel. 

Zarpoling-Cove is bold on both fides, going in, being a fecure 
Harbour for Ships againift all Wiuds, except ESE. and alfo very 
good Anchor Ground in 3, 4, 5, or 6 fath. Water, and no Tide. 

SSE. 3 good Leagues from Tarpoling Cove is a Harbour in 
Martha’s Vineyard Mand, called Holmes Hole, it is a very good 
Harbour, its about two Miles deep, being bold and alfo very 
good Anchor ground, and is fecure againft all Winds, except a 
Northerly Wind; the Courle from Yarpoling-Cove (if you in- 
tend to keep the Channel and go between Mortha’s Vineyard and 
the Horfkoe Sand, is S. by E. a little Eafterly to the Weftermott 
Head of Holmes-Hole, from thence to Cape Page, is SE. by E. 3 
Leagues and an half in 12 fathom Water ; but be careful and 
keep your Lead going, for on the N. fide of this Channel lies a 
dangerous Sand called the Horfboe, ftretching it felf E. and W. 
8 Leag. in length, having its W. end onthe E. fide of Woods-bole 
joinisg almoft to the Land, and runs fix Leagues to the Eaft- 
ward of Gape Poge, making the Channel between it and Gape 
Poge narrow, there being the broadeft part of this Sand. 

There are divers {mall Channels over this Sand, and in fome 
places it is dry at low Water; the Eaftermoft part of this Sand 
{preads with divers Prongs like unto Fingers: Alfo on the S. 
fide of the Channel fide, between Holms-hole and Cape Poge, there 
lie feveral {pets of Sand, to avoid which, keep your Lead going. 
There is a Harbour between Cape Poge and Martia’s Vineyard, 
where, if you areminded, yeu may Anchor. In coming in, fail 
within a Mile of Cape Poge, then ftcer in South, keeping along 
the low fandy Beach on the W. fide in 5 fathom, until you come 
to the Southermoft part of the Beach, then fail about a Mile 
more Eafterly, until you bring the Town fairly open, which is 
in a Bay to the Weftward, and then fteer directly Weft into the 
Harbour till you come within half a Mile of the Town, where 
you may anchor in 3 or 4 fathom Water. This Harbour is a Gut ~ 
of Water between the Ifand Martin’s Vineyard and Cape Poge, 
and is formed by a fhoal on which lies the W. and NW. fide of 
the going in, and the Beach to the S.ward; the Tide runs into 
this Harbour, Tide and half Tide very ftrong, 


To fail by Cape Poge to the Eaftward over the Shoals, and thence 
to Bofton-Harbour. 


Give Cape Poge a Birth of 4 Miles Diftance and then you hall poaon. 
have 10 or 12 fathom Water ; and if you intend for Nantucket, Harbour. 


fteer ES E. having a refpect to the Tide which fets a crofs this 
Channel, keep the aforefaid Courfe until you have run Cape Poge 
Hull to, then you are the length of the Horfboe-Sand lying to the 
Weftward of you, and then have you Mu/keget Sand SE. from 
you; where you will loofe your 12 fathom Channel, having but 
5 and 6 fath. and it may be fometimes 7, continue your Courfe 
fill SE. till you have got the length of Nantucket-Ifland, whofe 
diftance from Cape Poge is 11 Leagues, keeping about 4 Miles to 
the N.ward of Nantucket Point in 5 fathom Water, or take No- 
tice of a green Hill that ftandeth on the NW.

tween Long-Iland and Deer-I/land, from whence to Bofton is as 


the Eaftward. As thus, keep your Courfe E.S. E. along until 
you bring this Hillto bear S. W. alittle wefterly, then fteer a- 
way E. by N. and EN E. or if you are minded NE. which will 
carry you to Sea out of Danger. From thence fteer away E, by 
S, ten leagues-between the Shoals to the Eaftward ; in failing of 
which Courfes, you will have in fome Places but two fath. and 
an half at low Water, meeting with divers Ridges of hard Sand 
which lie right crofs the Channel, and difcover themfelves by 
great Riplings, but having failed the aforefaid Diftance of 12 
leag. you will deepen your water to 15 OF 16 fath, and then are 
you to the Eaftward of the Shoals, but if it be Tide of Ebb haul 
not too fuddenly to the Northward, Your Courfe from the afore- 
mentioned Depths to Cape Cod is N. by W. about 22 leag.

16 leag. to Brewyiers Iflands, 
which lie at the Entrance of Bofton-Harbour, whofe Entrance 1s 
between Brew/fers \flands on the North, and Point Alderton on 
the South, or you may pafs into this Harbour to the Northward of 
the Brewfters and Graves Ifand. ‘Three Miles fhort of Point 
Aiderton to the Southward, and near the Shore, lies Conebaffet 
Point, off from which, a fmall Diftance, lie feveral Rocks fome 
above and fome under Water, thefe Rocks are as big as the Hull 
of a great Ship. Come not near thefe Rocks by at leaft two 
Miles, becaufe of funken Rocks that lie to the N.ward of them, 
then your Courfe into Nentuckett Road is Weft a little Southerly, 
taking Care of the Rocks called Haraings Rocks, which lie E. by 
S. from Point Jlderton, about two Miles or rather more Eafterly, 
it appears at half Tide and is fhoal to the S.ward ; in failing in for 
Bofton, between the Breww/lers and Point Alderton in the Main 
Channel keep two thirds of the Channel over towards the Brew- 
fters, where you will have ro fath. your Courfe being W. by S. 
or W. half S. from thence about two Miles,- and then you will 
fhoalden your Water, from thence direct your Courfe to the N. 
ward ftecring NW byN. keeping near Pemberton Ifland fide, for 
there is a Sand {pits to the W.ward fiom Beacon Iffand, rendring 
the Channel between it and Pembertons Uland very narrow, fteer as 
before directed, keeping about mid-Channel between Lovels \fland 
and Gallops Ifland, in 5 and 4 and a half fathom, there is a good 
Channel of 5 fath.

before direéted : In failing here have a Care of the Fawns Rocks, 
which lie about a Mile from the weftermoft Point of Deer-I/land 
and are dry at half Tide; there are Rocks alfo lying off the 
North Point of Lovels IManas, the Channel being between thefe 
Rocks and the Fawns, keeping about mid Channel in the Depth 
aforefaid. All which may be more plainly underftood by com- 
paring this Defcription with the large particular Draught of Bofton 
Harbour, which is hereunto annexed. 


Directions for Plymouth. 

Weft 7 Leagues from the Cape of Cape Cod lieth the Haven of 
Plymouth, which may be known by a round Hommock of Land, 
lying on the N, fide of this Haven, call’d the Gurnet, and on the 
South-fide a high double Land call’d the Monument-Land. ‘This 
Uiven lieth in Weft; failing into which, you muft keep near 
the Gurnet-Land, which is the Channel-fide ; for the Mdonument- 
fide is exceeding bad, being full of Shoals and Quick-fands, dry

To fail from the Tail of the Horfhoe to Manomey-Point. 
If your Ship draw above nine Foot Water, I would advife 
you not to venture to fail here, but if under you may fteer your 
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Courfe from the Tail of the Horfboe to Manomey Point, which is

If you come from the E.ward and are bound for Long-IMand or 
New-York, come not tothe N.ward of the Lat. of 40 deg. for fear 
of meeting with the S. part of Nawtucket fhoals, which are dan- 
gerous fhoals, and:lie in the Latitude of 40 Degrees 5 Minutes 
North, but if it fhould happen by ftrefs of Weather, that you 
fhould be driven to the N.ward and near unto Nantucket Ifand, 
then you may pafs through the Channel to the S.ward of the I- 
fland, but this 1s a very difficult and dangerous Channel. Nan- 
tucket Ifland is a low fandy Ifland, and may be known by a fmall 
Mount ftanding about the Middle thereof, and a Mill to the 
W.ward, and at the Weft-end of the Ifland is a Tail of Iflands 
ftretching to the Weftward, called Surgeons Iflands. Nantuckets 
Ifand lieth in the Lat. of 40 Degrees 50 Minutes North. The 
Ifland of Martha’s Vineyard lieth in much the fame Latitude, but 
Martha’s Vineyard is a \arger Ifand than Nantucket Iand, and 
the W. end is higher, by which one may be known from the other. 
Martha’ s Vineyard may be further known by a {mall round Ifland 
call’d Noman’s Land, lying South off from Gay-head or the Wett- 
part of Martha’s Vineyard, you may fail round this {mall Ifland, 
but near to Martha’ s Vineyard is a Ledge of Rocks.

Inftructions for failing into Delawere-Bay. 


The beft going in is to keep the South-fhore on Board about a 
Mile diftance, and when you come up to Cape Fames on Hen- 
lopen, that lieth in the Latitude of near 39 deg. fail fair up with 
it, and when you are a-breaft of it; fteer away NNE. about 4 
Leagues up, and fee that you take Care to keep your Eye upon 
the faid Cape, that the Tide of Flood do not tofs you to the 
weftward before you be the Length of the Guiding Sand, if it do 
you will be fore’d to go thro’ the weftern Channel ; then when 
you are at the Eaftermoft fide of the Guiding Sand, keep your 
Sounding if you pleafe clofe aboard it, if you intend to go to the 
weftward of Middle Ground, fo that when you are {0 high as to 
bring the Mother Kill and Gammon-Ife, EB NE. and WSW. 
then are you the Length of the Guiding Sand. The Mother Kill 
fheweth it felf with a fair opening with Trees on each fide, like 
as if a pair of Gates {tood open, then fteer as the Draught direéts 
you.

UCH as are bound for Virginia or Maryland, fhall find

take the more Care, and not truft with too much Confidence 
to Dead Reckoning. 


For by Experience has been found fometimes in twenty- 


four Hours, fuch Currents as hath carried them either to’ the — 


Northward or Southward, contrary to their Reckoning, beyond 
Credit. 
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When drawing near the Capes before you have Soundings, be- 
ing about 50 or 60 Leagues from the Land, and even to the very 
Soundings, the Current moft commonly fetteth to the E. andN. 
Eaftward; the nearer the Soundings the more to the Northward. 
But in the Soundings in so or 4o fath. about 16 or 18 Leagues 
from the Land is lefs Current ; and coming into fhoaler Water, 


_which is fuddenly, as 20, 16 and 15 fathom. About 15 Leagues 


from the Land, the Current then fets to the Southward, and the 
nearer in the f{tronger. Several and various Soundings are on that 
Coaft. Toward Cape Hatteras, are feveral fhoalings or Banks 
a great Diftance off, having 10 or 12 fathom white Sand, and 
fometimnes coarfe, and within 18 or 20 fathom more dirtifh or 
oazey blackifh Sand, and then again thoaler, with fandy Ground 
at 10, 9, 8, 7 fathom.

But to the Northward of that is fhoaler Water, with grey and 
white Sand. Something more to the N.ward is Roannoack, which 
as higher Sand Hills and thicker Trees, and all along double 
Land on the outermoft MMands, and within broad Waters to the 
Main Land ; being near, you may ona Ship’s Top, fee the Wa- 
ters between the two Lands, by which it may well be known from 
Land on the North fide of Cape Charles, or Smith’s Wand , 
for that fide is fuller of Trees. Near the Sea-fide is low Land, 
and not fo divided with Water, and hath no high Sand Hills 
as the other ; only one about 8 Leagues to the Northward of 
the faid Smith's Dfland. 

On the inner Land of Reannoack is a good Land-mark, and may 
be feen 7 or 8 Leagues to Sea, being two Flommocks of Trees, 
ftanding on high Land, bearing W. or WSW. trom you, fhewing 
like two round black Hills joined together, like thofe in the N, 
of England near Sunderland, call’d Maidens Paps, and coming

Barnes. Cape Flenry lics on the South fide of Chefipeak-Bay, and 


-Cape Charles, alias Smith's Ifand, lieth on the N. fide of the En- 


trance thereof. Cape Henry makes with Trees on white fand 
Hills, and is bold, you may run in by the Lead at 8, 7, or 6 fa- 
thom Water ; but between the faid Capes. is thoeal Water, on a 
middle Bank of a great Length and Breadth, about 5, 4, fome 
Places 3 fathom, and yet off this Bank fome Places 10 or 12, and 
fome fay 20 fathom Water between the Capes. Such as would 
fail into ames River, may take founding off the South fhore in 4 
or 5 fathom Water, or more as they cume to the Mouth of the 
River: For on the North fide it 1s deep, 10 or ‘12 fathom, but 
on the South fide lieth off a Sand from Villoughdey’ s Point toward 
Lin-bay, a great Diftance trom the fhore, with a fpit joining to 
the faid Sand, call’d Willoughdey’s Sand, where Ships may be 
hook’d in, but keeping in 5 or 6 fathom, wiil keep you clear; 
being fhot within the Sand and the Point of the faid River on the 
North fide you may anchor in 7, 8, 9 or 10 fathom Water ; but 
there lies two fhoals within the faid River, the one from the North 
fide, and the other to the Southwards, which you mutt be careful 
to fhua. In this River are many Shoals and Banks, for which 
Pilots attend to carry Ships up the River. 
Point Comfort, lieth with a long flat from it, fteep too, and 
little Water upon it. This Sand or Flat is call’d the Horfboe. 
Such ‘as come from the Northwards to Cape Charles, alias 
Smith’s Wand, it fheweth itfelf like a high bluff of T rees cn low 
Land, with an Opening or Bay on the NE. fide.

There is alfoa S. Channel ; where you may go in and out with

It is always obferved on this Coaft that the Wind from the N, 
E. to the S.E. caufes a higher Tide than ordinary, and alters fome- 
thing of the Courfes of it. It flows at Full and Change, S. E. by

ward, and the Ebb to the N.ward, 6 Leagues off in 12 fathom 
Water, but further off no Tide at all, near the Harbour there 
is a {trong Indraft with the F lood, and out-fet with the Ebb; .

Of the ftrong Current running in the Gulf of Florida, and the 
Caufe thereof. 


In this Gulf of Florida runneth an extraordinary ftrong Cur- 
rent, always fetting to the Northward. This Stream or Current is 
occafioned by the N.E. Winds which there always blow, not al- 
tering till you come as far as the Canaries or Salt Iflands, there- 
abouts ; from whence to the N.ward thcy begin to vary, which 
caufeth and forceth the Water thro’ the faid Gulf, which pafs- 
eth thro’ between Fueatan and Cuba, whofe Force is refifted and. 
ftoppeth at the great turnings which the forefaid fhoals make ; 
then taking their Courfe along the Coatt of Florida, with great 
{wiftnefs endeavour to’ pafs through the narrow part of the Chan- 
nel of Babama, in the Ocean again. 

If any Ship happen to be hereabouts, and find no Wind to fail 
to the Southward, there 1s no Poffibility of anchoring there ; for 
their Anchors will be torn out of the Ground, by the Force of 
the extraordinary Current which runneth there. 

Neither is it a ufual Paflage to go to the Southward, for which 
Reafon the Spaniards have chofen the Canary Ulands, the Winds 
always ferving to go to the South or Wetftward.

 Thefe two Iflands are a Fence and Shelter to the whole Bay, 
and break: off the Sea, which there with wefterly Winds runs 
very high and breaking. There is no Paflage between thefe 
Tflands, but you have room enough either to the Northward or 
Southward of them: They are all round about full of Rocks 
and Shoals, yet not reaching far off, efpecially the South-point 
of the fmalleft ; on the Eaft-fide of which, you ought to have a 
Care, and give good diftance in keeping neareft to the S. Coaft 
of Hifpaniola, There lie feveral {mall Iflands in the Bottom of 
the Bay, but thereof we fay little, becaufe they are plainly dif- 
cerned, and eafily avoided. 

On the N.E. of Cape Ro/a, lies the Ifland Comito, which is 
round about foul; fo that if you are bound from Foul Beard hi- 
ther, you mutt keep a little diftance off. To the W.ward of the 
1 fame, is the Mountain of Donna Maria, from thence the Coaft 
\ reacheth along South-weft to Cape Tiburon. 


In Cape Donna Maria Bay you have very good Ground, and 
gradual Soundings from 16 to 8, 7 and 6 Fathom,

In goihg into this Bay, coming from the Northward, there is 
a low Point with red Cliffs.

(which moft commonly it doth) very ftrongly to the Weftward.

In this place alfo is good Refrefhment, and frefh Water to be 
had, and from the Bay Savana, formerly they brought great 
Store of Hides. 

From thence to the Eaftward follows Faguimo, then Cape de

A Defcription of Cape de Lobos. 


From Cape de Lobos Southward, lie two little [Mands to Sea- 
ward which are called Fraizleo.

Marks by which you may know the Bay Honda. 


When coming from Sea you muft bring the high Hill with 
the flat Dent in the Middle to bear S. W. from you, being the 
higheft Hill thereabouts, where then you can fee no higher 
Land only one long flat Hill to the Weftward of the fame, but 
nothing near fo high. ; 

When you are before the Entrance of the Bay, you can fee to 
the Weftward no high Land; and the outermeft high Land to-

To the E.ward of Rio del Porca the Land is high, hackled 
and rough, and to the W.ward the Country is very hilly; and 
there the Bay of Porca goeth in rounding, where you will fee 3 
little Ifands almoft adjoining to the Land. On the W. fide of 
the Entrance, there lieth other Ifands alfo, but they are much 
bigger than thefe. To the Eaftward of the fame you may fail 
in, and alfo on the E. fide clofe to the Land lieth another Ifland, 
which like the reft is round about Foul and Rocky, and the Coaft 
likewife, but the Bay is good and clear Ground throughout.

A Defcription of \fla Pinos. 


Ife de Pinos lieth on the S. fide of the Ifland Cuba, being rea- 
fonable long, reaching along E. and W. the higheft part there- 
of full of {mall Hills, and when coming near it with high Wa- 
ter feemeth to be three IMlands. The Ifland is low Land, where 
you may have good frefh Water, and Firewood. There is good 
ftore of Beafts, as Cows, Bulls, and fuch like, which the’ Spa- 
niards kill only for their Hides, who come from Cuba and_other 
places to buy the fame. , 

Between [la Pinos and the Ifland Cuda lie feveral Iflands and 
Rocks, and to the Eaftward thofe called los Hermanos, and on 
Xagua lieth alfo feveral Iflands and 

Rocks along the Coaft to Xara Guttus, and St. Cruiz, Then 
follows Lagorano, where the Coaft is every where very low and 
flat, full of {mall Iflands, which are called Caio Baxo, reaching 
round about, and before the Bay of St. Julian. And for the S. 
fide of Cuba, we have little elfe to fay; it being not much fre- 
-quented, and therefore but little Defcription thereof, becaufe a 


bad Coaft, full of Rocks and Shoals, except by {mall Veffels, 


who refort thither for the Trade of Hides, tranfporting them to 
places where Shipsdo come. ‘The Appearance of the Ifland is by 
the Draught. 


A Defeription of Cape de Cruiz. 


Cape de Cruiz is very fteep, efpecially towards the Sea-fide, 
the Top thereof flat, and even like a Table ; and at a great dif 
tance feemeth to be an Ifland, and not adjoining to the Land, 
From the Cape reacheth a fhoal Southward off to the Sea, of 
which you ought to have a fpecial Care and not to ftand in too 
‘near to the Cape, the faid fhoal fometimes Ebbing quite dry. 
And from thence in failing to the Eaftward, you will have all 
high Land. 

To the Eaftward of the Cape are 2 or 3 good Harbours; 
The firft is called Porta Portilla, and the next Cevilla Vicia, 
which are very convenient and commodious Harbours, where 
you may lie fhelteredin all Winds whatfoever. You will find in 
the Entrance of them, 3 or 4 fath. Water, the places affording 
good Diet, to wit, Cattle, Tortife, and good ftore of Bere 
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_ dido, and Bay of Tequery. 


A Defcription of Jamaica and the Bahama Ulands. 


Then follows St. Jago, the Inhabitants thereof are much em- 
ploy’d with catching and turning of Tortoi/e, and carrying them 
to Cevilla Vecia to be dry’d. 

Then follows the River Signes, and Point Machanam, next 
which is Porto de Palma, Porto de Efcondida ; the Bay of Efcon- 
7 Thefe are all good Bays.where Ships 
may make good Road, having and affording good Refrefhment, 
wherewith we end with the Defcription of the Ifland Cuda. 


A Defcription of Port Royal Harbour in Jamaica. 


Note, In coming to the Weftward, when you are fhot into the 
Wetward of Plunb-point, keep the Main aboard, come in be-’ 
tween the Town and the Key that is a-breaft of you; you may 
keep mid-Channel, and then edge over for the Point, which is 
{teep too, to fhun fome funken Rocks which lie of. By fome 
the following Directions are ufed. 

Sail in till the white Clift up inthe Country about Yallab’s 
Point may be a little to the Eaftward of the Point, and when you 
are in with the Shore ftand away N. W. by W. and W. N. W 
keeping about two Miles from it. Sailing between the Keys 
that lie off the Shore and the Main, giving them a Birth of two 
thirds of the Channel, keeping Salt-Pond Point W. by N. from 
you, which wil! then be in the middle of the Town of Port Royal, 
then fail about the Point of Port Royal a Cable’s length off the 
Fort, leaving it on the Starboard fide, and anchor’in the Har- 
bour, in g fathom Oazy Ground, Port Royal Fort bearing over 
and with a high Point of Land above Yallah Point Eaft, Plumb 
Point ENE. and Salt Pan Hill W. by N. 


Direétions for Port Morant. 


In failing into Port Morant Harbour, you muft keep in N. 
by W. and the white Clift under the yellow Hills on the Lar- 
board fide N. N. W. 3 Leagues, this Channel is very narrow, 
therefore requires a great deal of Care. Here runs a Point of 
Land to the Eaftward, which is low, butto the Weftward very 
high and Mountainous. Here is a {mail River but very good 
Water, which proceeds from a Rock about 8. Miles up in the 
Country ; thofe that Water here, muft pay three Shillings and 
Six-pence a Man. 

From the E. point of Famaica, near S. lie three little Ifands, 
wholly furrounded with Rocks and Shoals, and are called Ranas, 


and S. from Ofd Harbour, about 12 Leag. lies Pedro Keys.and : 


Shoals, reaching for the moft part E. and W, near 15 Leagues in 
length. ‘Then follows the Shoals to the Weftward about 25 
Leagues, called Saranilla, the Northermoft part of which beareth 
almott E. and W. with Binara; from thence to the Weftward 
lieth another called Samila. | 
Obferve, .That in running: thro’ -Pedro Shoals, you will fee 
{everal Spots and Breaches S. W. about five Leagues from the 
Keys, and round Breaches S. W. by W. two Leagues from them 
Breaches about a Cable’s length, which, when you come a-breatft 
of, as far as you can fee from the Maft-head, you will fee a very 


large Track of Brakers, bearing about SW. by W. and WS W..- 
“from you about 5 leag. and 5 leag. from that you will fee a round 


Spot that breaks pretty high, and is the W.ermoft breach on the 
Shoal (which when you are got to the Weftward of, about five 
leagues) you may haul gradually over ing, 10, 11 fath. and fome- 
times Overfalls, where you have no Ground. Jn running down 
before the Wind, you mutt give thefe Brakers a good Birth, and 
come no nearer than g fath. at leaft, the Banks are pretty fteep 
all along. In hauling a little to the S. ward, you have very deep 
Water; they are in Iength about twenty five Leagues, being 
neareft S W by W. itis faid by fome Pilots that where you do 
not fee it break, you may run over the Shoals, any where, and 
not find lefs than 3 or 4 fathom, but I advife no Stranger to make 
the Tryal. 

Note, E. about 5 Miles from the E.end of Pedro Shoal lies 
Portland Key, being a fingle Key, itis a little higher than Drunk- 
en Man’s Key off Port Royal; it hath {mall Bufhes on it, a Mile 
from the Key or Knowles of 14 or .15 fathom Water. 

North Weft by Weft from Famaica, lies the Ifands called Cai- 
manos, bearing, Weft, fomewhat Northerly from Cape de Cruiz, 
‘from whence'the Exgi/b have creat ftore of Turtles daily brought. 
The eaftermoft of the Iflands is called Little Caimanos, having on 
the N W. fide thereof a fine Bay ; from the Points thereof reach- 
eth two Shoals N W. ‘off into tthe Sea. 

Hereof you have a fuller Defcription in the general DireCtions 
given for failing from Famaica thro’ the Gulph of Florida. 


Directions for failing thre’ the Windward Paffage. 


When you get up with Cape Nichola on Hi/paniola, 1 advile 
you to make Hexeago, which will be.the fureft way to truft to. 
Your Courfe will be from the Cape N, by W. dift. about 18 leag. 
and at the W.end you may anchor ina Bite, which will be open 


‘to you; from thence my Advice is to fail in the Evening, and di- 


rect your Courfe NNW. or between N. by W. and NNW. 
for the Current may deceive you, ‘The Iflands of Heneago are of 
a great length: If you fall fo high Eafterly, that you cannot 
fee the Weft-end, faildown along the Shore, and at the Weft- 


end you will fee low Keys, you may go between the Shore 


and them, and to the Weftward of them; and from thence, 


being very. clear, and they fteep too. 


if the Wind ferve, the beft Courfe you can fteer is N. by E. 
and NNE. The Diftance from Crooked-Ifland to Long-Ifland 
is fixteen Leagues. When you make Long Ifland, if you be 
upon a North Courfe, or thereabouts, you muft turn up along 
the Shore, where you may anchor if you pleafe; but when 
you get up to the Eaft-end, and can Weather it, you may 
make your way good between the North Eaft by North, half 
Eafterly, and the North North Eaft, and you. will come near 
no. Danger.

Direttions for failing through the Windward Paffage, and amongpt 
the Bahama Iflands to Exuma. 


Your beft way in failing from Famaicathrough the Windward: 
Paflage, is to get the Coaft of Hi/paniola on Board as foon as 
you can, where you will never mifs of a WindwardCurrent, and 
in the Evening, the Wind off Shore ; but if you ftand for Cuba, 
and cannot fetch within feven or eight leagues of Cape Maiz, 
you will find a very: {trong Current, and little favour from the 
Wind. And when by thefe Direétions you are come up with 
Cape Maiz, having it Weft off you, your Courfe is North, half 
Weft, 37 leagues, which will bring you fair in with the weft-end 
of Crooked Iland, you fteering that Courfe, need not fear the 
Hog/fties, for you will pafs to the Weftward of them. 

From the Weft-end of Crosked [/land your Courfe is North 
about 18 leag. which will give you the length of Crooked Tfland, 
and from thence fteer away North, and that will carry you to 
Sea clear of all danger ; but if you are bound to Exuma, you muft 
direct your Courfe from the North-end of Crooked Ifandto Rum- 
Key; your Courfe thither is NW. half.N. diftant about 30 leag.

Water, At the N. end of the aforefaid Keys there is a Ledge of 
Rocks, lying about two Miles off, which by Day-light is very vi- 
fible, which be very careful to fhun; from thence your Courfe is 
W. and W.by S. about the Land two Leag. Alfo you will find 
another Ledge of Rocks, which lie from the fhore a large league, 
that alfo is vifible ; you may fee thefe Rocks under you in 15 fa- 
thom (if you borrow near to them) About five Miles from thence 
WSW. half S. lies another Ledge, which lies at leaft five Miles 
from the Shore.

them to the S. ward, he that goes fo far to the Northward as 
g fathom runs on them. Borrow round the Cape Di/condido in, 
from 7 to 1g fathom, but exceed not ig fathom, for in failing 
lefS than one Mile more North Wefterly, you will deepen your 
Water to 25 fathom, and then the next Cait you may chance to 
be afhore either upon the Zriangles or the Arcas, there being 
that Depth clofe by them, but the aforefaid Depth of 19 fath. 
will keep you within them. The Coaft from Cape Casoche to 
Cape Difcondido, is all along very low Land, and fo centinues 
as far as (rift; you may juft fee it in 5 Fathom Water. If you 
are bound for Vera Cruze fteer from Cape Difcondido, SW. by 
W. half W. about 160 Leag. acrofs the great Bay of Campea- 
chy, which will bring you to a Mountain call’d St. Martins, being 
very high and pecked, and may be feen 20 or 25 Leagues at Sea ; 
under this Mountain there is a Cape Ifland called Rock Partido, 
from hence fteer away NW. by W. to haul without the Cade/e- 
Jes, if by Night, haul no nearer in than 35, 36 or 37 Fathom 
Water, for being in 32 or 33, about three Miles off them, you 
will find the Current fetting on them. From the Cadeffes to the 
Entrance of Vera Cruze, your Courfe is SW. by S. and SW. till 
you fee the Ifand Brazco on your Starboard hand, keeping the 
faid Courfe, and fteerirg for the Main, you will difcover the H- 
land Sacrifice, leaving this Ifland on your Starbeard hand, you 
may make good Road between that and the Main, in 7 and 8 
Fathom Water, being then about 3 Miles and a.half from St, 
‘Yobn d’Vulva, whither you may go by the Affiftance of a Pilot 


Anchoring in the Bay on the N, fide, as alfo at the W. end of 


lies two other Iflands, the one is call’d Little Camaines, and the 
Weftermoft Camain-brack;, thefe Iflands, as alfo the Grand Ca- 
qoines are much frequented by the People of amaica to catch 
Turtle, with which thefe Iflands are well ftored. From the Grand 
Camaines it is ufual for Ships to direct their Courfe for the Ifland 
of Pines, endeavouring to, fail fomething to the Weftward. In 
doing of which, be fure to haul W.crly enough, at leaft a Point 
of the Compafs more W.erly than the Draughts lay it down, by 
reafon of the Current that fets {trong to the N.ward. out of the 
Bay of Honduras, which if you fhould not take Notice of, will 
fet you upon the Jordans, which are very dangerous Shoals and 
Rocks. From hence direct for Cape Cortentas, your Courfe thi- 
ther being Weft about 18 Leagues. Cape Corientas is low {mooth 
Land with Trees on the Top, as is all the W. end of Cuda on 
both fides for many Leagues to the Weftward, having not any no- 
table Hill, Vallies or Hommocks, and therefore very hard, if not 
impofMible to diftinguifh one part fromthe other. From Corientas 
fteer away WNW. about 15 Leagues, which will carry you a- 
bout 5 Leagues to the W.ward of Cape St. Authony, and clear of 
the thoal of Cape Anthony, this fhoal runneth along the Shore 
both to the S.ward and N.ward but is not very dangerous. 
This Cape may be known by two or three round large black 
Look-out Houfes on the Shore fide, near about it from the a- 
forefaid Diftance of 5 Leagues to the W.ward of Cape Anthony, 
fteer away N. or N. by E. about 20 or 25 Leag. but take Care 
you do not fteer too much E.erly, for at the Collorados, which 
are dangerous Rocks; but when you | ave fteered North or 
North by Eaft about 20 or 25 Leagues from Cape St. dutbony, 
you may venture to ftand away Eaft, or Eaft by S. ranging along 
the Cuba Shore if you can. 


Captain Street’s Account of the Collorados. 


We took our Departure from 4 or 5 Leag. a breaft of Cape 
St. Anthony, and made our way good NE. by N. 15 Leag. and 
then fell upon the Cedlorados in 3 fathom Water, they were about 
me dry in feveral places, without any Diftinction of Swell or 
Breaches; we faw Flocks of Pelicans fitting on the red dry Sand. 


and yet very clear Weather, but we faw to the Eaftwards of us 
three Hommocks on Guda. The innermoft or biggift, bearing E. 
T into that Road. 


by N- fo near to us, that we could fee other Hommocks within 
and without thefe three, and low Land trending away from the 
innermoft Hommocks to the Southwards, and likewife the Hom- 
mocks almoft to join with the low Land between them, All this 
we could fee on Deck, or but two or three Ratlings up, but the 
three forefaid Hommocks we raifed on the Deck, when we were 
about 8 or 10 Leag. of our aforefaid Station, off 5 Leagues to 
the Weftward of Cape St. 4zthoay. So foon as you get fo far Kaft- 
erly as to bring the firft high Land on Cuba a-breaft of you, you 
may then reckon your felf clear of the Collorados to the E.ward 
‘of them, tho’ it is faid that they fpit up as high as the Havana, 
but if they do, it is but a fmall diltance from the Shore. Take 
this one more Obfervation of the Collorados, that when you depart 
from Cape St. Antheny fteer no nearer the E, than before directed, 


and when you think you are near them, keep your Lead going, 


for there is good gradual Shoalings on them; at firlt coming on 
them, excellent fticking Oaze, and then Sand. 
When you are on the North-fide of Cuda, bound through the 
Gulf, do not venture to fteer for the Gulf, till you are as far Eaft- 
erly as the Bay of Matanzas, or at leaft as far Eafterly as the Ha- 
vana; for if you fhould venture to put over fooner, you may 
chance to be put to the W.ward of Cape Florida, and then it will 
be troublefome getting into the Gulf; the South part of Florida 
is low {mooth Land, like the Grand Camaines, or the Weift-end 
of Cuba; and fo it is alfo all along to the Northward, only the 
South part is fomething more evenly level than the North: 
The South part of the Coaft lieth along E. by N, and ENE. 


and then N. with Breaches all along the Coaft, a good diftance 


But to proceed, the moft ready way for Vera 


Cruze, you mutt leave all thefe Shoals that lie to the E.ward of 
St. Fobn d@ Vulva on your Larboard fide, coming no nearer them 
than 17 Fathom Water, until you luff round the Sand called 
Gallego, and fo proceed that way to the Road of St. Fohu @ Vul- 
va, which lies between the Town and Caftle, where you moar 


under the Caftle-Wall in four, or 5 fathom Water. The Lati- 
tude of Vera Cruze is exactly 19 Degrees 30 Minutes, From Vera 
Cruze, the Current fets N.erly, as high as 27 deg. of Latit. along 
the Shore, and then it rounds the Bay to the Eaftward. As you 
ply along the N. fhore to the E.ward, you need not quettion 
ftanding into 60 Fathom Water, where you fhall have Ground 
out of fight of Land as you ply to the E.ward, and are come 
nigh by your Reckoning the Dry Tortugas, keeping in the Tract 
you fhall have from 50 to 25 fathom, by which you may judge 
your felf about 7 Leag. from Dry Tortugas, then ftretch over for 
the Cuba fhore, and be fure to fetch weatherly enough off the 
Collorados, and ply along the Cuba fhore, which I think the beft 
fide (by reafon the Current fets ftrongeft on the Florida fhore) 
and ftand no nearer than nine Fathom Water, 


General Directions from Cape Catoche, along the Shore into the 
Bay of Campeachy. 

SSE. about 10 Leag. from Cape Catoche, between it and Co- 
zumel lies a {mall Ifand, called by the Spaniards, Mand Muge- 
tes, or Woman's Ifland, about 3 Leag. from Cape Catoche, juft 
againft it lies a fall Ifland called Loggerbead-Key. Cape Catoche 
is very low Land by the Sea, but fomething higher up in the

Country, it is all over grown with Trees, efpecially Lag-Wood. 
The Courfe from Cape Catoche to Cape Condecedois neareft W. the 


“diftance between them about 80 Leagues, the Coaft between them 


being without any notable Points or Bays ; it is woody by the 
Shore, and full of {mall Sand Bays and lofty Mangroves. 

The firft place of Note to the W.ward of Cape Catoche, is a 
{mall Hill by the Sea, called the Mount, diftant from the Cape a- 
bout 14 Leag. it 1s very remarkable becaufe there is no other 
high Land on all this Coaft. Between this Mount and Cape Con- 
decedo, are many little Spots of Mangrove Trees, which at a dif- 
tance appear like IMands. The next place on this Coaft is Rio a 
la Gartes, being about mid-way between Cape Catoche and Cape 
Condecedo ; this is alfoa very remarkable place, for here is 2 Groves 
of high Mangrove Trees, one on cach fide of the River by which 
it may be very well known, this River is but {mall, but deep e- 
nough for Canoes, the Water 1s good, here is no Brook nor frefh 
Water on all the Coaft, from Cape Catoche till within 3 or 4 Leag. 
of Campeachy Town. About 20 Leag. NW. from Cape Condecedo 
lies a fall Ifland called by the Spaniards Tfles de Arenas, but 
fometimes by the Englifh, Deferis. The Land from Cape Condecedo 
tends away to the S.ward, making the Bay of Condecedo. The 
Bay of Campeachy is contained between Cape Condecedo, in the E. 
and St. Martins in the Welt, the diftance between thefe 2 Points 
or Capes is about 120 Leag. in which are masy Navigable Ri- 
vers, wide Lagunas, €fc. of whichin order. From Cape Coudece- 
do to Salima is 14 or 15 Leagues, the Courle is S. between thefe 
two places it is all a Sandy Bay, the Land producing only fcrub- 
bed Buthes; between thefe two places you may dig in the Sand 
and find very good Water. 

Salma is a fine {mall Harbour for Barks, but there is not a- 
bove 6 or 7 foot Water, and clofe by the Sea, a little within the 
Land, there is a Salt-Water-Pond, from Salima to Campeachy 
Town is about 20 Leag. the Courfe is S. by W. the firft four Leag. 
of it all along the Coaft is drowned Mangrove Land, but about 
two Miles S. from Salima, and about 200 Yards from the Sea, 
there is a {pring of frefh Water, you may {ee a fimall dirty Path 
that leads to it through the Mangroves. 

Welt from Hina about 25 or 26 Leag. and 30 Leag. from Cam- 
peachy lie three {mall low fandy Iflands, called the Zréangles 5 
on the S, fide of thefe Iflands there is good Anchoring, but there 
ss neither Wood nor Water, they are called the Triangles, as 
being fituated in the Form of a Triangle. From Hina to Cam- 
peachy is about 6 Leagues: Campeachy is a fair Town ftanding 
in a {mall Bay, it is the only ‘Town on all this Coaft, between 
Cape Catoche and Lavera Cruz, it makes a fine Show at Sea, be- 
ing all] built with Stone. 

From Campeachy to Port Royal, the Courfe is SSW. or SW. 
by S. about 18 or 20 Leagues, between them is low Land and 
fandy Bay, with fome Trees by the Shore, there is but one Ri- 
ver between them, and that is called Efcondido. 

Port Royal hath abroad Entrance in a Salt Laguna of 9 or 10 
Leagues long and 3 or 4 wide, the Mouth of Port Royal hath 
a Bar, whereon there is 9 or 10 foot, within the Bar it is deep 
enough, and there is good anchoring on either fide, the Entrance 
is about a Mile wide, and 2 Miles in length, it hath fair fandy 
Bays on each fide, with good Landing ; Ships commonly anchor 
onthe Weather or Eaft fide, both for the Conveniency of Wells 
there dug on the Bays, as alfo to ride more out of the Tide, 
which here runs very ftrong ; this place may be very well known, 
for from hence the Land begins to tend away to the Wettward, 
and continues fo to do for about 60 or 70 Leag. On the W. fide 
of this Harbour is a low Ifland, call’d Port Royal Harbour , this 
Ifland’s Eaft-fide makes the Weit-fide of Port Royal River afore- 
fpoken of, and the Main the Eaft-fide of the fame River. 

This Island is about two Miles wide, and about three Leagues 
long, ftretching HK. and W. the Eaft-end of this [land is Sandy. 
On the Weft-fide of this Jland is another {mall low Tfland, call d 
Trift, which is feperated from Port Royal Ifand, only by a {mall

The Jfland of Triffis in fome places 3 Miles wide, and is about 
four Leagues: in length, ftretching E. and W. the Eaft-end is 
{wampey and full of Mangroves, and the $. fide much the fame. 
At the W. end of the [fand, clofe by the Sea, you may dig in 
the Sand 5 or 6 foot deep and find good frefh Water. If youdig 
too deep you will find that the water will be brackifh. Large 
Ships may ride here in 6 or 7 fath. clofe by the fhore at the W. 
end of Tiff, but {mall Ships commonly run further up to the Ri- 
ver, 3 Leag. to the W. end of Trift, and there anchor at One Buh 
Key; this River at the W. ‘end of Trift, is made by Zrift [land on 
the E. and Beef Ifand on the W. and is about 3 Miles wide, 
it is fhoal without, and hath 2 Channels to come in at, the deep- 
eft at Spring Tides hath about 12 foot water ; the Channel lies 
near the middle of the Mouth of the River, the Bar is hard Sand. 
“The other Channel which lies fomething to the W.ward, hath 
about ro foot,water, and lies near Beef [fland: You run in with 
the Sea Breeze, and Sound all the way, taking your Soundings 
from Beef Ifland Shore, the bottom 1s oazey, and it fhoals gra- 
dually. Being thot in with Beef [and Point you will have three 
fath. then you may ftand over towards Tri, till you come near 
the fhore, and there anchor where you pleafe, for there is good 
anchoring any where within the Bar, between Trift and Beef Land. 


The Tide is much ftronger here than at Port Royal, before fpoken 
of, This River and Port Reyal River, as alfo the {mall River be- 
tween Port Royal [land and Triff runs into each other, forming 
the Ifland of Port Royal and Frit, and runs into a large Laguna 
which lies behind thefe Iffands. There are alfo feveral other 
{mall Lagunas that empty themfelves into this great Laguna. 
This great Laguna is called by the Spaniards the Leguaa of 
Tides, becaufe they ran here very ftrong ; {mall Vefiels, as Barks, \ 
Periagos or Canoes, may fail thro’ this Laguna, round the land 
of Trit, and Rort Royal, or in between Port Royal Ifiand and the 
Main, and out between Trif and Beef [land, they may alfo fail 
into the other fmaller Creeks and Laguna, which empty them- 
{elves into this great Laguna, of which there are many ; the firft 
of Note is call’d Summajent, and lies to the E.ermoft part of the 
ereat Laguna, as you come in at Port Royal. This Creek, tho’ but 
{mall is big enough for Periagos to enter, W. about 4 or 5 Leag. 
from Sxmmayjent River, lies a fimall Key call’d One Bufb Key; to 
the S.ward againft this Key, is a fmall Creek, which is very nar- 
row, running about a Mile, and there opens into a large Laguna, 
called the Eaft Lake; this Lake runs N. and S. and is about 3 leag. 
long, and 3 and a half wide. At the SE. end of this Lake there 
is another {mall Creek, about a Mile wide, running about 6 er 
7 Miles into the Country. On both fides of this Creek grows: 
plenty of Log-Wood , at the N. end, about the middle of E. Lagu- 
va, there is another fmall Creek like that that comes out about 
One Bufo Key, but lefs and fhallower, which difcharges it felf 
into Laguna Termina, again{t a {mall Key call’d Searles Key. On 
the Welt fide of E. Laguna there is a {mall Skirt of Mangroves, 
which feparates it felf from another that runs Parallel with it, 
which is call’d the W. Laguna, which 1s about the bignefs of the 
former. Towards the N. end of this Laguna runs a {mall Creek, 
coming out of the E. Laguna, deep enough for {mall Barks; com- 
ing out of the E. end of this Laguna there is a fimall Creek 
whofe Mouth is about one Mile wide, and half a Mile from Mente 
it divides itfelf into two Branches, one call’d the E. the other the 
W. Branch, both deep enough for {mall Barks. Seven or Eight : 
Miles upon the W. fide of the W. Branch lies a large Patan 
for Cattle, about 3 Miles from the Creeks Mouth. 

This Bottom of Campeachy Bay lies in the Lat. of 18 deg. N 
the Sea breezes, here on this Coaft in fair Weather are at NN E, 
and N, and the Land Winds at SSE. and S. but in bad Wea- 
ther at E. S. E. a hard Gale for 3 or 4 Days together ; the dry 
Seafon begins in September and holds till Apri/ or May, and then 
comes in the wet Seafons, which begins with Tornados. Beef 
Ifand is about 7 leag. long, and 2 or 3 broad, it ftretches E. and 
W. the E. endis low and drownded Land. At the W. end of this 
IfMand is St. Peters River, or St. Peter St. Paul; 3 leagues up this 
River on the E. fide fhoots a Branch to the N E. which divides 
or parts this IMand from the Main on the S. this River runs to 
the SE. for a confiderable way, and then runs into the Toba/co 
River. 
W. about 7 leag. The Entrance of this River is no broader than 
the Thames at Gravefend, there 1s a Bar at its Entrance, the Depth 
of which is about 11 or 12 foot, Veffels may pafs over it well 
enough by the Bencfit of the Tide, and after you have got in it. 
is pretty broad, and hath 15 or 16 foot Water, and very oood 
riding out of Danger of the Tide. This River of Toba/co is the 
moft remarkable of all the Rivers in the Bay of Campeachy ; the 
River near it’s Mouth abounds with Cat fy/b, From Tobajco Ree 
to Checapeque is 7 leag. the Courfe is W. all along low Land and 
good anchoring, there is but indifferent Landing here, the Sea 
running high near the Shore, but Caaces may with Care run in 
there is no frefh water between Zobafco River and Checapeque , hie 
Checapeque is rather a Salt Creek thana River, for the Mouth of 
it isnot above 20 Paces wide, and about 8 or 9 foot water on the 
Bar, but within 12 or 13 foot at low Water, there is good ridin 
for Barks, about half a Mile within this Rivers Mouth, a leag Pay 
from Checapeque.

W. the Land low being a fandy Bay between them, the River of 
Tondeilo is but marrow, yet capable to receive Barks of 50 or 60 
Tun, there is a Bar at the Entrance and the Channel is crooked 
On the W. fide of the Bar is a fpit of Land fhoots out, to avoid 
it at your coming in, you muft keep the E. fide aboard, and 


-when once entered you may run up two or three Leagues, on the 


Faft-fide about a quarter of a Mile within the Mouth you may 
lie fecure. From Tondello to Guafickwalp is eight Leagues, 
the Courfe ftill Weft all along a fandy Bay and Sand-Hills, 
like as is between St. Ans and Tondello, only towards the Wet 
part of the Bank is lower. ‘This is one of the principal Rivers 
of this part, it is not half the Breadth of Tobajco River, but 
deeper, its Bar is lefs dangerous than any on this Coaft, having 
14 foot Water upon it, and but little Sea within the Bar, there is 
much more foft oazey Ground, near the Head of this River, the 
River Toguvantopeque hath its Rife and Fall into the South Sea | 
from the River Gaufugwalp the Land runs W. 2 or 3 Leagues,

A Defcription of the Gulf of Florida. 


On the Weft of the Cape lie feveral Iflands which are called 
the Tortugas, tothe Kaftward of which, right before Cape Flori- 
da, lie fome other Iflands, called Martiers, then reaches the 
Coaft North along ; on the Eaft thereof lie feveral Shoals and 


Banks, which with the Coaft of Florida, makes the Channel of 
Bahama, or Gulf of Florida, ; 


A Defcription of the Bahama Iflands. 


The Bahama (lands and Keys are fo many in Number, that 
they are accounted innumerable, therefore it is not defigned to 
give an Acconnt of them all, but only of the chief, or thofe that 
are generally feen by thofe that fail among ’em, beginning with 
the Bahama Wand. The Babama Ifand is a long narrow Ifland 
being in length 22 or 23 leagues long, ftretching it felf S. E. by 
E, and N W. by W. being all rocky from the one End to the o- 
ther. At the N.ermoft end lieth a {mall Ifand, called Seal Key. 
N. by E. 12 Leag. from which lieth the Member Rock, which 
lieth upon the Babama Bank, which Bank is a very large and 
dangerous Bank, being full of Recks and fmall Keys. Upon the 
E.. fide of the Bank, in the Lat. of 27 Deg. 30 min. lieth feveral 
Keys; and S. 15 Leag. from them lieth bacco, which is a long 
narrow Ifland, the E. fide is rocky, with {mall Keys on the NE. 
part of it, which are called bacco Keys. At the S. moft point of 
the Ifland bacco is a Hole, which you may fee thro’ being cal- 
led the Hole in the Rock, which Hole is very remarkable for them 
that are bound for Providence, the Courfe from the faid Hole in 
the Rock to the Harbour of Providence, is S. fomething Wetterly, 
diftance about 18 or 20 leag. The Ifland of Providence lieth in 
the Lat. of 25 Deg. 05 Min. This Ifland of Providence is the chief 
of all the Babama Mlands; it ftretcheth it felf E, and W. being in 
length about 40 Miles. On the N. ‘part of the Ifland lieth feve- 
ral {mall Keys, as Long-Ifle, Salt-Key, Hog-Ifle, &c. N. W. by 
W.. 10 Leag. frem the Weftermoft end of Providence, lieth the 
N.ermoft end of Androfs Iland, which IfMand is alfo a long 
Ifland, being in length about 30 leag. lying NW by N. and SE. 
by S. and N. by E. Eight Leagues from the N.moft end of 4y- 
drofs-Ifland, lieth feveral {mall Iflands called Berry-Iflands ; W. by 
S. 10 Leagues from Berry-J/lands, lieth Tfaac’s Rocks, S.S.W. a- 


‘bout 15 Leagues from J/aac’s Rocks, lieth the Bimines, between 


which and the Bimines lieth feveral Keys and Rocks, the Names 
of which [know not: And S. by W. about 18 leag, from the Bi- 
mines, lie the Roques, Berry-Iflands, Ifaac’s-Rock’s, the Bimines, 


and the Roques lieth upon the edge of the Grand Bahama Bank, 
which Bank is a very large Bank, being full of Rocks and Keys. 

Now we return to Hineago, to give a Defcription of the Eaft- 
ermott of the Bahama Iflands. 

Fiineago is an Ifland of about 12 Leag. long, ftretching N. E. 
by E. and SW. byW. about 2’or 3 Leag. N. from the N.ermoft 
part of Hineago, lieth an Ifland called Hineago Key, atthe S. W, 
end of Hineago is good anchoring. NNW. 10 Leagues from 
the W.ermoft-end of Hineago lieth a parcel of Rocks, called Fog- 
Jties, on the W, fide of which is good Anchoring. NW. 19 Leag. 
from the Hog/ties lieth 3 or 4 {mall Keys, called Merepervez , N. 
E. by N. 20 Leagues from Mererervex lieth the N.ermott part 
of Crooked Iflard. Crooked Ifland is an [land of about 12 Leag. 
long, ftretching itfelf NW. by N. and SE. by S. upon which there 
is a Well of frefh Water. From the Southermoft point of Crooked 
Tfland, for about 10 Leagues, lieth feveral Keys, the Souther- 
moft of which is called Acklins Key, the Northermoft part of 
Crooked Ifland is all rocky: There is good Anchoring on the 
Weit-fide of the Ifland, as by the Draught?

There are alfo feveral Salt Ponds, and in the Country are ma- 
ny Tygers and Bears ; and in the River abundance of Crocodiles. 
This was formerly a rich Place, by reafon of the Pearl Fifhing 
and other Trading, On the Eatt-fide of the River lieth a Bank, 
which mutt be fhun’d. Thofe that come thither whofe Ships are 
of a fmall Draught of Water may ride before the Mouth of the 
River in two fathom Water. There runneth alfo on the Eaft-fide 
of the City a freth Rivolet, which in the Mouth is very fhoal, 
but within very deep. ; 

From the River de la Hacha to the River Buchia, the Coaft li- 
eth along firft W. then S. W. To the Eaftward of this River li- 
eth a City called Ramada, lying at the Foot of Sierra Navados, 
in the Walley of Uparry; where it’s {aid that Copper is as plenti- 
ful as Stones in the Street. The River Buchia runs very {wift, by 


reafon of a Fall of the Water from Sierra Navadas, or Bes the

Snow Hills, and waxeth often very high through the great Rains 
which fall upon the Hills, and thence into the River with a 
great Noife. 

To the W.ward of the River Buchia, follows the River Piras, 
then the River Pollomius, and next the River Don Diego ; the Coaft 
fromthe River Buchia to this laft, lieth along Weft and W. by S. 
being nothing elfe but rocky and full of Clifts all along. 

This Coaft is very dangerous for fuch as are not acquainted, or 
were never there, by reafon of the boifterous Winds which blow 
there, fo that when the Turnadoes blow there, they caufe a great 
overflowing of Water, Here on the Land you may difcern two 
Hillocks, like two Hay Cocks, commonly white with Snow, and 
call’d by the Spaniards, Sierra Navados. And in the S.E. are 
two other Hills, with two round Hommocks almoft like the firft, 
but not altogether fo high, and therefore not fo much Snow there- 
on, and are called by the Spaniards, O Pavo de Cordova. And in 
the SW. is another Hill, and lower than the laft ; this Country is 
called by the Spaniards, Afiera de Samba. When this Hill is clear 
and fair to look on, then you may be fure of a Turnado, and that 
within a fhort Time. Along the Coaft, the Shore is nothing elfe 
but high to boca del Guilba. 

To the Weftward of the River Don Diego, lies yet another 
but a {mall River, called Ancou de Gachio ; a little farther Weitt- 
erly, lies a Bay, called Chotzea, but of thefe two we have little 
Defcriptions. 

When you come out of the Sea right S, and N. with the 4n- 
cones you will fee a white Sand Shore SW. from you: Upon this 
whole Coaft is not fuch another, and it is on the W. fide of the 
Ancones. This Acones is a high black Point of Land, with other 
Points lying out, and Bays withinthem. ‘This is a bare naked 
Coaft, and on the Weit-fide of thefe vcones, lies the City of 
St. Martha. 


A Defcription of the Coaft to the Weftward of the River 
Don Diego. 


On the Weft-fide of Ancones, lieth a great fandy Valley, where 
alfo lieth the City of St. Martha. The Bay is a good and fecure 


Road; that if the Wind blows never fo hard they lie fafe behind 
three fmall Ifands which lie in the Mouth of the Bay, and are a 
Defence from the Weather to all Ships that lie there. ‘This alfo 
is a very good. Place to careen Ships, you may lie according as 
A very good place to Water at, and Wood in abun-

dance ; a good Road and anchor Ground, which makes this place 
a commodious Harbour, 


A Defcription of the River and City of St. Martha. 


This River, when you come from the Eaftward, appears with 
a Point reaching without the Coaft, as if it were a Cape, or 
Head Land, and juft about this Point, beginneth the River ; in 
the Mouth whereof lieth an Ifand, called Dla Verde, where you 
may, on Occafion, make good Road, if it blow fo hard that you 
cannot get about it. 

This River runneth a long way into the Country, and fpread- 
eth itfelf into many Rivolets, reaching every way into the Land. 

The Weft-fide of the River lying fo far in, you muft there- 
fore run a little to Seaward to pafs above it ; this Point is called 
Mora Armafo. Wiereabouts in the Country lies the great Hill, 
called Stera de Samba. 

Zamba or Samba is known by a very high Hill over it, which is 
called the Maiden Crowl, about 6 or 7 Leagues from the fhore 
the Water looks white and muddy ; at four Leagues off you have 
30 and 40 fathom oazy Ground. 

About 3 or 4 Leagues to the Eaftward of Punta de Samba, 
lies a Bay called Bay de Samba, before which lie 4 Iflands called 
das Arenas ; you may run between the two outermoft. There is 
good Road to be made, good frefh Water tobe had, and Fuel 
Wood in abundance. This Bay is made the better Road, by rea- 
fon of thofe Iflands lying before the Mouth of the Bay, which 
keepeth off the Surge of the Sea, efpecially North and North-eaft 
Winds, where you have feldom any other in thofe Parts, 

When Island Samba bearing South South Eaft, about 2 Leag. 
from the Shore, you have gradual Soundings from 16 or 25 fath. 
The higheft Land to the Eaftward of Samba is called the Ar/e- 
negroes Ear. 

From the Ifes de Arenas to Punta Canoa the Coaft lieth along 
SW. neareft, but to Punta Canoa WSW. This Point is fo called, 
by Reafon the Point appeareth hke unto 2 Canoas, at a great dif- 
tance, the Point hath lying from it at leaft 2 Leag, to S.ward ma- 
ny Rocks and Dangers, wherefore you ought to give good 
Diftances when bound about that Point; or going into the Bay, to 
the W.ward thereof called Bay del Gatta; or for the Coaft of Car- 
tagena, and not bear to the S.ward till you are gotten well about. 

Now followeth the making of thefe Lands, and how they ap- 
pear at Sea.

A Defcription of Cartagena. 


Cartagena is a City lying on the Eaftermoft of the three I- 
flands. (By Cartagena you muft underftand the whole Road of 
Cartagena.) ts Latitude is 10 deg. 46 min. 

Cartagena is a great deep Bay, reaching a great way into the 
Country, and 1s inclofed with three Ifands, fo that it lies wholly 
fenced trom the Sea. On the Eaftermoft Ifand lieth the City 
Cartagena, the middlemoft Ifand is very long, and is called Ja 
Nova, on which ftandeth two Forts, whereof the Weftermoft is 
called Forto Granado, and the Eaftermoft Forto de India. 

The Weftermoft Ifland is called [fa Cares ; on the W. Point 

» thereof ftandeth alfo a Caftle. The Entrance into the Harbour is 
between the Weftermoft and the middlemoft ; where in the En- 
trance, you will find from 16 fathom Water to 11, and then 
ftand in alongft the Shoal called Axo, till you come to Forto Man- 
femuea, and come to an Anchor between it and the Fort called 
Ziltio,; both which he upon the Main. 

A little to Seaward from J/ba Cares, or S.W. 3 Leagues from 
Cartagena, lies a fanken Rock called the Salnadina, which breaks 
about 30 Yardsirf length, upon the Tail of which Her Majetty’s 
Ship the Hunter ftruck. : 

When coming from the Eaftward, you may fail along by Ifa 
Nova, keeping the Lead, and not come no nearer than in 6 fathom 
Water, and fo turn in only as aforefaid ; have a {pecial Care to 
avoid the Salmadina. 

You may alfo go into the Weftward of I/ba Cares, if you pleafe, 
though not ufual, yet there is Water enough, 

‘The Country is very high and hilly Land, and continually rain- 
ing almoft, ana that in abundance, infomuch that no Spani/h Fruits 
will grow there, not fo much as Grafs or any. Thing elfe.

From the I/ba Cares, the Coaft lieth along S. W. fomewhat 


Wefterly. About 4 Leagues to the Weftward of Iba Cares, lies 
a little River, called de Maturia ; then follows two or three {mall 
Bays, but of little Account, by reafon they lie open to the Sea. 
Then follows the Bay and Ifland St. Barnardo ; the Entrance into 
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hing with a Point towards the Weft, called Little Canoa, 
as a the Coaft tends inward to the Eaft Point of Car- 
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are five in Number, whereof the outermoft is called St. Georges 
Ifland, and that next the fhore is called Gisbertus [Mand ; between 
both thefe lie another Ifland, called Goeree. The Entrance ap- 
pears asin the Draught that you may fee; it is environ’d round ae 
bout with a Shelf, between Gisbertus and Goeree Iands. You ma: 
if you pleafe careen Ships. ‘And after you have paffed the Weft- 
ermoft Key, haul in E. by S. and E. for the Road of Grand Brue, 
alfo to the Eaftward of the outermott Key lie 3 or 4 {mall Keys 
then a larger ; and nearer Grand Brue, a Reef of {mall Keys. 
In coming in about the Point of Grand Brue, keep off in 7 or 8 
fathom, and when the Plantation on the Hil! (which you will 
fee over the Bottom of the Bay) is N. half W. and the Weft point 
of the outer Key W. half N. you may anchor in 7 fathom ; the 
Welt point of the outer Key is higher, and is to be feen at Sea 
over all the Keys without. | 

_ To the Weftward of this, lies a River which is exceeding wide 
in the Entrance, and is called Rio de Chenu and on the Eatt part 
of the Mouth of this River, lieth a place called Tolis, but a De- 
{cription whereof we have none. : 

The River Chenu reaches a great way into the Country, where 
the City Chenu is built, and deriv’d its Name from the Province 
of Chenu. 

From the River cf Chenu to the Ifland Tortugas, the Coaft li- 
eth along SW by W, there lieth on the Weft-fide of the Mouth 
of the River, a {mall INand called ha Forta, and from St. Ba- 
nardo South Weft neareft; from the Weft point thereof reacheth 
a Shelf, which muft be fhunned. About this I(land you will find 
the Ground to be muddy. And with the fame Courfe you will 
find the Mand Tortugas, or Tortoife [and ; fo called by fome, 
becaufe it’s almoft like a J; ortoife. Pa 

This Ifland lies a little Leag. from the Main, and the Eaft-end 
is lower than the Weft, except in clear Weather, you cannot per- 
ceive but this Ifland joins to the Main. ‘The point of Land over 
again{t which this Ifland lieth is called Punta del Delrio ; and the 
Land thereabouts is extraordinary high, .with abundance of Hills, 
which are called Serra de Vento. Pieinat™ 

Between Tortugas and the Eaft-point of Golf de Darien, lies 
alfo three little Iflands near the Main, fo that you cannot perceive 
them except very near them. Here follows the Makings of the 
two Iflands, namely I/ha Forta, and Tortugas, \ 
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A Defcription of the Gulph of Darien, and Scotch Settlement, with the Parts 
é adjacent to the Weftward. 


A Defcription of the Gulpb of Darien. 


Arien is a large Gulph being near 10 Leagues wide, at it’s 
Mouth it ftretches it felf N. and S. and is about 60 Leag. 

deep, the N. part or entrance of this Gulph lieth in the Latitude of 
g deg. or 9 deg. 5 min. North ; the Paflage thereinto is between 
two Points or Capes, the Eaftermoft of which is called Cape St. 
Sebaftian, where the Spaniards formerly had a City, from whence 
"it received it’s Name; and the W.ermoft Tiburon ; in coming from 
the Eaftward and bound into the Gulph, be fure give Cape St. 
Sebaftian a good Birth, for there is a dangerous Spit of Sand 
ftretches off from the Cape N. W. by N. 10 Miles into the Sea, 
and there is 7 fath. Water clofe by it; and when you are got to 
the W.ward of this Spit of Sand, you may fteer down the Gulph at 


your Pleafure, keeping about the middle thereof, where at the ° 


Mouth you will find 40 fathom Water, and about 6 Miles to the 
Southward 30, and afterwards 28 fathom ; which Depth of 28 
fathom you will find to continue near 20 Leagues, if you keep 
about the middle of the Gulph as beforefaid, and afterwards 18 
fath. down into the Bottom of the Bay or Gulph, where the Bay 
is about 4 Leag. wide ; and all the way between thefe Depths and 
the E. fhore there is good Anchoring on the E. fide of the Bay, be- 
ing good oazy Ground, but the W. fide of the Bay or Gulph is 
rocky ; alfo all along this E. fhore thereis 7, 8, and 10 fath. down 
into the Bottom of the Land, all along this Eaft fide is low, with 
Trees down to the Bottom of the Bay, but the Bottom or S. part 
of the Gulph or Bay isvery high Land. In the S. E, part of the 
Bottom of the Bay are fome Rivers, but of no Account. From 
the Bottom of the Bay, the Courfe is N.N, W. about 3 Leagues 
to the Mouth of a great Salt-water Lake, whofe Entrance is a- 
bout 3 Miles wide and 12 fath. deep, and within is 4 fath. this 
Lake is large enough .to contain 1000 Sail of Ships, it being a- 
bout 10 Miles each way, making near a round Form: In pafling 
into this Lake keep the South point aboard or mid Channel; for 
ifrom off the N, point {pits of a Sand about a quarter of the, En- 
trance over. On the further or W. fide of this Lake right againft 
the Mouth thereof, is the Mouth of a great River which runs a- 
way S.W. by S$, 10 Leagues into the great River of Trato, there 
-are feveral other Rivers here in the Bottom of the Bay, to the 
Northward of this Lake, that runs into the River of Zrato, but 


they are not to be ,pafled into, except by fmall Veffels, their - 


Mouths being barred (A Defcription of which River follows here- 
after) fo that the only Paffage into the River of rato is thro’ the 
Salt-water Lake and River before fpoken of. Here in time of 
Floods the Current runs very ftrongly out to Sea thro’ this Lake, 
it coming from Trato River. This River of Trato is a large Na- 
vigable River, running South along way into the Bowels of the 
Country near the Golden Mines of Canea, on the Weit- fide of 
the River Trato, and right again{t the opening of the River that 
comes from the Salt-water Lake isa fmall Creek running about 3 
or 4 Miles into a large Frefh-watgr Lake, which is near as big as 
the Salt-water Lake ; it hath 3 of 4 fathom in it, and abundance 
of Sea Cows. From the Mouth of the Salt-water Lake N. W. 
about 4 Leag. is another large opening of a River which runs SW. 
about 14 Leag. and then falls into the River of Trato near the 
ther River before fpoken of. ‘This River is ft only for {mall 
Veflels, it being barred at the Mouth, not having above 5 ar 6 
foot Water, but over the Bar there is 4 or 5 fathom. In the time 
of great Floods frefh Water may be filled a good diftance againft 
this Rivers Mouth in the Sea; between the Salt-water Lake and 
this River there are other fmall Rivers but not of any Note: N. 
W. by W. 2 Leag. from this River is the Mouth of another River 


called Tuccomorea River, which alfo runs away to the S, W. tll 


it falls into the River Yrato, near‘ unto the other two before treat- 
~ed of ; all the Land or rather INands encompafied by thefe Rivers 
is drowned marfhy Land, being full of frefh Water and Sea-Cows, 
on the Weft-fide of this River between its Mouth and Zrato River 
are other Rivers which run away to the N. W. the firft is called 
Terrene, being about 4 Miles within the Rivers Mouth, the next 
is called Tyger, being about 6 Miles from Terrene River, and the 
next Pokoft, whofe diftance from the River Tyger is about 18 Miles, 
and then you come’ to the Frefh-water Lake before fpoken of, 
whofe diftance from Poko/f River is about 14 Miles: All which may 
be more plainly underftood by the large Draught of Darien here- 
unto annexed. To the W.ward of this River’s Mouth laft treated 
of, (which runs into Trato River) about 2 or 3 Mile lie 2 {mall 
Keys, and tothe Northward of them about 3 Miles lie other two 
fall Keys: Thefe laft 2 Keys lie N. and S. from one another a- 
bout 3 Miles afunder, but the Ground between them is very foul 
and rocky, but between the two S. Keys, and the two N. Keys 
is good Anchoring ; N. from the N.ermoft of the North Keys, 
lie two other Keys, thefe two Keys are about 4 Miles afunder, 
but very rocky and foul Ground between them ; and from the 
Northermoft of the two, there are Rocks home to the Shore, but 
between thele two Keys and the other two to the Southward of 
them, there is good anchoring. Near the Mouth of a {mall River, 
which you will fee there on the North fide of this River, Captain 
Long fet up Englifo Colours, by Confent of the Indian Natives, 


in the Year 1698. From hence all along to the N.ward as high 
as Cape Tiburon, is all rocky and foul Ground, and all along the 
Coaft on this W. fide of the Gulph, are feveral Ranges of Moun- 
tains running parallel to the Shore ; and about five Miles to the 
Southward of Cape Y7buron, is an extraordinary high white 
Mountain, where it is faid there is Gold, 

Note, The Tide in the Gulph of Darien ebbs and flows three 
Foot by the fhore. 

From Cape Tiburon, the Courfe is N.W. by W. about 13 Leag, 
alang the Coaft of Caledonia, to the Scotch Harbour and Settlement, 
whofe Entrance is between Golden-Ifland, and the North point of 
the Settlement (to go into the Harbour) being about 5 Miles a- 
funder, but in going in you mutft keep near to Golden Ifland, or the 
North point of the Setélement, for in the middle of the Channel 
there isa Rock, but you have on either fide of this Rock in the beft 
of the Channel five fathom, your Courfe being S. W. and then 
may yeu edge to the Eaftward into the Harbour at your Pleafure, 
where you have 5, 6, and 7 fathom Water, riding between the 
Peninfula, where was the Scotch Settlement, and the South Shore. 
A large particular Draught of this Harbour and Scotch Settlement 
you have on the Draught of Darien, W.N.W. feven Miles from 
Golden Iffand, \ies the Eaft-end of the [fand Pines, there are fe- 
veral other {mall Keys between thefe two [flands, and to the N. 
ward of them ftretches a long narrow Bank of Sand or Breakers, 
from the one Ifland to the other, almoft clofe home to them, fo 
that there is no Paffage between thefe Iands, but you may fail in 
at the KE. end af Pines in 5 fathom as is befcre faid, and fo pafs to 
the NW. to the Ifland of Pimes, under whofe South fide there is 
good anchoring, and there you may have good frefh Water from 
a Well on the Ifland of Pizes; from the Ifland of Pines, for be- 
tween 30 and 4o Leag, and a {mall diftance from the Shore, 1s all 
along Keys, Rocks, and broken Ground, between which and the 
Main is palfing for Sloops, as by the Dire¢tions following, 

From the Uland of Pises to the River of Pines is about 5 Miles, 
the Courfeis W. by S.-in failing thither keep neareft Pzves South- 
fide, or from the fhore againft the W. end of Pines {pits off Rocks ; 
the River of Pies is an indifferent large River, but hath a Bar at 
it’s Mouth, on which is byt 6 Foot Water, but over the Bar there 
is 3 fathom, this is a frefh Water River; Welt a little Northerly 
from the River of Pines about 9 Leag. lies Ambroties River, be- 
ing alfo a frefh Water River, but is only fit for Canoes, N. N. FE. 
from Ambroties River is a Channel between the Rocks and broken 
Ground, but uncertain Soundings, as 6, 7, 5 and g fathom, ard 
N. E. by N. about.2 Leag. and a half from this Channel is a dan- 
gerous parce] of Rocks, where Captain Long had like to loft His 
Majetty’sShip the Rupert Prize, and Weft about 2 Leagues from 
Ambroties River is another {mall River but of fmall Note. W. by 
N. about 6 Leagues from Ambroties River lies Afcenfion River. 
Afcenfion River is a large River Navigable for fmall Vefiels 20 
Leagues up, ‘running info the Country S.S.E. Weft by North 
from d/cenfion River is another Channel out to Sea, between the 
Rocks, Keys, and broken Ground, but there is very uncertain 
Soundiags, in fome Piaces five fathom, and in fome Places not 
more than 2 or 3, between thefe Keys and Rocks and the Main 
all the way from Ge/den Iland is good anchoring, thefe Keys and 
Rocks are called the Sambellos, here between Sambellos and the 
Main ufed to be the Rendezvouz of the French Bucaniers. From 
Afcenfion River the Land tends.away to the Southward and then 
W. and afterwards to the N.wards to Point Sambello, making a 
very large but not a very deep Bay, from A/cenfion River to Point 
Sambello is about 15 Leagues, the Bay between them being full of 
broken Ground and Coral Rocks, {fo that there is no Paflage for 
a Vefiel without a Boat going a-head to find out the way, but in 
taking that Method you may fail out among them, there being 
Water enough. In this Bay is plenty of Tortozfe, and in the South 
Weiltermoft part of it is frefh Water. From St. Sambello the Land 
tends to the Southward about 5 Miles to the River St. Francifco, 
and then to the Northward about 4 Miles, formerly St. Blaes Bay, 
which lieth in Southerly, in which Bay againft the Mouth of the 
River St. francifco which lieth at the Head of the Bay is good 
Anchoring, from this Bay the Coaft is very fair and even, tend- 
ing Eaft and Weft neareft, but the Country is mountainous, alfo 
in the Bay the Land is high but plainand even, W. by N. about 
twelves Leagues from point Sambello lies the Bay Nombre de Dios, 
where is Anchoring in 4 fathom, 

Nombre de Dios is a great Bay, at the Bottom of which lieth a 
{mall City at the Water-fide, called by the fame Name, very fair- 
ly built and well feated, but not a place of Trade, by reafon there 
is no good riding, not but that the Ground is good, ‘but becaufe 
the Road is open to the Sea, to Northerly and North Eafterly 
Winds, where there you have always fuch. ‘The Land is full of 


Trees, and fome places of the Country are fometimes drowned 
with great Rains which falls on the Mountains, and iffuesdown the 


Valleys, neither doth this place afford good Water. é 

And on the Weffide of the Bay lieth a {mall Rivee#*and with- 
out the Bay to the Weftward lies two or three Iflaids*which you 
mutt fail.bétween ;° great Ships ule to half unload}-and then fail to 


~ the fecond, but imall Ships commonly lie within. When the Wind 


blows 
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blows hard, the Ships are in great Danger, and ride there with 5 


or 6 Anchors a head, by-Reafon of a great Sea, which. falls:here | 


into the Bay, and oftentimes their Cables are cut, and are in great 


danger of Shipwreck, wherefore this Place is not much frequent- 


ed, for Shipping for the moft part run to Porto Bello. 

In failing into the Bay of Nombre de Dios you will fee a high 
Rock bearing about N. by W. from the Welt point of the Bay, 
which in failing into this Bay you muft come near unto, for the 
W. point of the Bay is fhoal off, from hence to fail to Porto Bello 
your Courfe is N.N.W. about 20 Miles, between two Rocks on 
your Larboard-fide, and one on your Starboard, which diftance of 
20 Miles will carry you to Sea out of all Danger, then direct your 
Courfe Weft for about 12 Leagues, or rather a little more North- 
erly, which will carry you to the Northward out of all Danger, 
as alfo to the Weftward of the Ifle Cagada, and then you may 
direct your Courfe to the Southward for the Bay of Porto Bello, 
which is as aforefaid, about fix or feven Leagues to the Wetft- 
ward of Nombre de Dios. 

Porto Bello is a fair Haven, and good place for Ships to lie in, 
where there is good frefh Water, and Fire Wood enough to be had; 
good anchor Ground likewife, and room enough for a whole Fleet 
of Ships to ride in, having clofe aboard the fhore 6 fath, Water, 
and in the middle of the Bay not about twelve fathom, fair clear 
fandy Ground without Rocks or Stones, having feveral Rivers in 
the Bay which run into the fame, and without the Road alfo it is 
a fair clear Coaft, and very good riding every where ; and on the 
E. fide of the Bay isa Creek, where many Ships can lie, and in 
the entrance thereof is 4. and 6 fath, water, {oft Ground every where, 
fo that a Ship can receive no damage if fhe chance to run afhore. 

There is abundance of Wood of feveral forts in this place fit to 
Build Ships withal, and Fire Wood enough, good Gravel Bal- 
jaft, with many other Neceflaries to be had. In the Entrance is 
no Danger, but there is an [Mand in the Mouth of the River, on 
either fide thereof you may fail. 

Ifland Baftementos South and the Rock SW. you may Anchor

A Defcription of the great Lake de Nicaragua. 


The Entrance of the Lake Nicaragua is threefold, which‘is fo 
made by two Iflands lying at the Mouth thereof; but the chiefeft 
- Paflage is thro’ the middlemoft, called Porte de St. Juan. And 
being gotten paft thefe Ifands, you begin to enter into the Straits, 
which is the River Defaguedera, which River reacheth 30 Leag, 
Weft into the Country, and at the End of the fame lieth a City 
called St. Fuan; from thence beginneth the great Lake Nicara- 
gua, which is almoft 20 Leag. broad, and of a great Length, but 
afterwards groweth narrow again, when you come to the City 
Granade, and then again fpreads itfelf, but not fo wide as be- 
fore; and this is called the Lake of Lindiry, and reaches to Leon 
Into this Lake runs many Rivers which correfpond thereon, eb- 
bing and flowing in due Order. 

This River and Lake is faid to be eighty Leagues in Length, 
and reacheth within five Leagues of the South-Sea.

This Lake is well ftored with Fith, and great ftore of Com- 
modities are brought from Porto Beilo, thro’ all the Confines there- 
of. On the North-fide of the Lake Niearagua, lieth a great Hill 
which is plentifully ftored with all Sorts of Fruits, wherewith 
all thofe Parts are furnifhed. And here is a Thing which may 
be called a Wonder , fome of thofe Trees can fearce be fathomed 
about by 15 Men (that is) the Body of the Tree, which thing 
is confrm’d by many. This Hill is called Vulcan de Munbacho, 
and is of a very great Height.

Eaft from the River Defaguadra, lies the Ifand Manglares, 
which hath on the South-fide thereof, feveral {mall Ifands near

Ifa Pearles, which formerly was a great Place for Pearl-fithing,

From whence about five Leagues Weftward lies another Bay 
called Bibara, but very fimall in Comparifon of this, having an 
Ifland in the middle thereof, and a finall River likewife running, 
thereinto. : 

Weltward of this lieth another Bay called Cvetroe, bigger than 


the laft, but not fo large as the Bay of Honda. Between thefe two - 


hes a fmall Ifland, almoft adjoining to the Land, from which 
‘Tunneth a fmall Shoal off to Seaward. 

From thence about eight or nine Leagues to the Weftward lies 
another great Bay called Baya Gartago. In this Bay alfo lie feve- 
ral Iflands, which are furrounded with a fandy Shore, having in 
the Entrance, or Mouth thereof, one Ifland alfo, which is the 
biggeft of them all. 
A little further Wefterly, lies another (but a fmall one) Bay, 
and is called Tatasky, 


Between the great Bay of Honda and the Bay of Bibara 


North from the Land, lie feveral Iflands, and are called Thas Vi- 
ciofas ; and to the Northward of thefe are other Iflands yet, 


called Dog-fifo Iands. Round about thefe are nothing but Rocks 
and Shoals, and therefore dangerous to come near. 

Thwart of the Bay Coe?rce, lie fome other Iflands, and divers 
Rocks round about them ; they are called the. Mew I/lands. 
Thefe likewife are very dangerous to come near. 

Between Cape Cartago and Cape Camaron, reacheth a great 
Shoal, North Eaft off into the Sea, at leaft thirty or forty 
Leagues; on which Shoal lie four Iflands, called Dos Baxos, 
and on the North-fide of the faid Shoal lie other two Ifand 
called St. Millan, environ’d with Rocks round about. 

The Land of Cape Camaron, is a low Coatt full of Trees, ha- 
ving to the Weftward thereof great Mountains, called St. Cruz 
Mountains. This Coaft on the Eaft-fide is not much frequented, 
and partly becaufe of Shoals and Dangers, lying on the E. fide 
of the Cape ; and partly for that there are no very good Har- 
bours neither, only fome Bays, wherein you lie open to Eafter- 
ly Winds. 

And to the W,ward of the Cape lies a River, called Granada, 
which reacheth far into the Country, and fpreads itfelf into ma- 
ny Branches, extending themfelves along way up, one of which 
is called Rio Guaiapa. From thence Weftward lies two other — 
Rivers. From thence to Seaward lies a little IMand, with good -— 
Ground round about it. The whole Coaft likewife is very good 
and without Rock or Shoal, the Ground generally being Mud and 
Sandy.

other three Iflands before a {mall Bay, but their Names we know 
not. From thence Weftward, lieth the River Dulce, Weftward 
of which lieth a Cape, which maketh another Bay, before which 
lieth a Shoal, called Salmadina , and a little from thence to Sea- 


feveral Rocks and fmall Iflands, full of Trees; and between 
fome of them is foul Ground, and therefore dangerous to fail 
through. To the Weftward of thefe lieth the River Monduquo, 
and feveral other fmall Rivers, but none of any great Note. 

Then follows Point Triumph dela Cruz, and Porto de Sal, which 
‘sa {mall River to the Weftward thereof, which may be known 
by a Hill which ftandeth towards the Bottom thereof by the 
Water-fide (to wit) on the Weft-fide of the River. 


Thus maketh the Bay Truxillo, which lieth to the Weftward of Cape Honduras. 


Weftward of Porto de Sal, is Porto de Cavailos, where if you 
fail in, you muft have a {pecial Care of a Shoal, which lieth off 
from both Points of the Bay, and fail in mid-way, and come to 
an Anchor where you will. 

On this whole Coaft there is no place of Traffick comparable 
to this, and the Bay of-Frnwllo. Weftward of Porto Cavallos, is 
Cape Tres Puntas. And about the Cape lies a River called de 
Ulva, then the River of Baxo, River of Phece, and River of Dulce, 
then Punta Hyqueras, and Punta del Negro, where the Gulph 
or great River of Guanaios beginneth. 

Tf you will fail from Irusillo to Porto de Cavallos, you mutt 
Sail till you come near the Shoals of Mabaguera, through the 
Salmodines. And if it fhould happen to prove little Wind, and 
the Stream fhould fet you near the Salmadina, or if you are a- 
fraid thereof, your beft way is to come to an Anchor, where, 
near the Shoals, you fhall have about 7 fathom Water, on the 
South Eaft fide is good Ground, from a Sand Bank, which lies 
off, but on the North-fide is dangerous and foul Ground, with 
black Rocks and Stones ; the Welt-fide of the Salmadina, \ies 
South of the Iflands-Uzilla, and N. from Mingula , onthe Main 
of Mingula is a high tharp Hill, upon the whole Coaft is not 
fuch another. :

And when you are paft them, you may run to Triumph de la 
Cruz, and fo Weftwards, having neither Rocks nor Shoals, nor 
other Dangers whereof you need to fear. 

Porto Cavallos, is fo called by Reafon of a Ship that once lay 
there with Horfes, and by bad Weather was forced to throw 
them ovétboard ,; from which time the River hath been fo called. 
This place is of {mall Force, having feveral times been taken ; 
therefore the Trade of that Place is removed to Amatique, which 
lieth diftant from that Place about 18 Leagues. 

here are feveral other fmall Rivers on this fide the Coaft, to 
the Weftward of Punta Cavallos ; to wit, Rio de Lua, lying a lit- 
tle to the Weftward of Cape Tres Puntas, next Rio Bano, then 
Rio de Peche, Rio dulce, and Higueras, but none of them of any 
Note, therefore little is faid of them, 


There is likewife little faid of the Gulph, but to proceed: On_ 


the Coaft of the North fide thereof, lieth Salamanca, within the 
Ifands YJod ; then follows the Mfland Lamanay, and next to that 
the {Mand Zaratan, and Patica, then follows Quitazeumba, and 
then the Iflands Catumal, which lieth before the Bay of Catumal. 
From thefe Ifands reacheth a Shoal, along the Coaft, to the 
Ilands Quintazuno, reaching to the Lake Baccallel , then follows 
the Ifland Cozumel, which hath great Shoals round about reach- 
ing off to Sea; to the Weftward of this Ifand lieth the Bay Va/- 
ladolit, before which lieth Men Eaters Ifands, 


The whole Coaft down in the Gulph de Honduras, 1s wholly 
environ’d with Iflands, efpecially an the North-fide, which ma- 
keth it very difcommodious for a place of Trade, being dange- 
rous, efpecially to fuch as are not well acquainted thereabouts. 
The Coatt for the moft part, on both fides is low Land; and a 
very wholefome place to live in. . 

It is faid, that in the North Quarter of Fucatan, there are 
Men found of a very great Age ; yea, good Teftimony hath been 
made of-a certain Man, who was brought before the chief of the 
Spaniards there, who was near about 300 Years of Age. 

Cape Catoch is. the North E. Point of Zucatan, you may fail 
along the Coaft, between the fame and the Ifands, as through a 
Channel pafling by Cozumel, and [fla Mangeras ; on the North- 
fide of the Cape it is flat a long way off, and a little towards 
the Wet lie two Iflands called Caio. ‘The Coaft is here a long 
Flat, and low till you come to Morrodas Diablos, fo that when 
you come from Sea, you muft not ftand in too clofe with the 
fhore, leaft you are deceived by the lownefs of the Land. 

Some run thro’ between the Iflands Al/acranes and the fhoal, 
which licth off from the Cape ; but you may doas you pleafe, and 
go without them if you will, taking the foregoing Directions,

Then follows the River St, Paulo, and the River de Bocas ; 
next the River de Palma, and the River St. Ann. 

Then follows Lurambra, and Medas Darea, and the River 
Guazacola ; near which lie feveral great Hills, called de Martin, 
near which lieth a fmall Town, call’d Spirito Sango. 

And about North to Seawards from the Point lie three little 
Iflands, call’d Rico Partida: Thefe ftand almoft in Form of 2 
Triangle. ; 

Then follows the River de Alvoreda, about the Point Serra. 

Then follows the Ifland St, Juan de Alva, which lieth before 
the River to the Eaftward of Levera Cruz ; the Land hereabouts 
is low; on the South-fide of the River licth a great fandy 
Bay. 

When you come out of the Sea fteer away inward with the 
Hills of St. Martin, you muft run from the Iflands Roco Partida, 

Weft North Weit to fail without Cabeffa, which are the Ifands 
that lie off from Punta Serra. 

St. Fuan de Ulva may the better be known by a round Hill, sy. Juan 
called Monto Carnerios, the Land about ftored with Trees. de Ulva, 

In the middle between the Hill and the City, a little up Land 
ftandeth another high Hill called Sxow-hill, becaufe always cove- 
ted with Snow, and is fo very high, that in clear Weather, you 
may {ee it thirty Leagues at Sea; when you firft {ce it, it feems 
to be a white Ifland, lying in the Sea by it felf, but when you 
come fomewhat nearer, you will find it to be the Main; and 
the Hill Carnerios, with the Cattle, will prefently come in fight, 
and by reafon that it is fo white, you may fee it the farther, 

This Hill lieth with the City St. ¥uan de Ulva South and North, 
and when getting fight of the City, you may ftand in for the 
Road, which lieth behind the Ifland,

having round | Harmofa, Se. Now we come to the wild Coaft of Florida, of 
which you fhall have a brief Account. ; 


This Ifland lieth in the Latitude of 19 degrees, 
about it foul Ground, except between the Ifland and the Main, 
whete there is good Ground and Road, in about eight fathom 
Water. ‘The Ifland is low and round, and if you would run in by 
it, you muft have a Care of certain Rocks which lie near 1t. 
In this Place the Spani/h Plate Fleet ufe to lie, and: bring their 

~ Loading from all Parts, till the Month of March, and from thence 
they then fail for the Havana, where they always make up their 
Fleet to depart for Spasn. 

Next to Levera Cruz, lies the R. Cempe?, then follows Puxta 
de Villarica, off of which Point lieth a ledge of Rocks, call’d Sa- 
crifitia, then follows Tarre Blanco, Tulata and Chano, Almaria, 
thefe lie in the Latitude of 20 Degrees 20 Minutes. Here the 
Land is low and flight ; you will find, when having 6 fathom 
Water, hard clay Ground, and nearer in at 4 fathom, fhelly 
Ground. If you fhould chance to fall with Tarre Blanco, you 
will fee a Row of Hills reaching South Weft into the Country, 
which is likewife called by the fame Name. Thefe Hills reach 
along to the Snow Hills. And to the S.ward of thefe lie others, 
which in Appearance feem like Hay-Cocks, but towards Ville 
Ricke the Lands and Hills are not very high, the Coaft full of 
Points and broken Land. 


Porto St. Pedroys Pablo. 


"Vhe City St. Pedroys Pablo, lieth in the Latitude of 21 Deg. 
and if you coming hereabout, and are open with the River, you 
may then {ee the Ifland of Tu/pa5 the Coaft is very good having 
feveral Bays, and all of them fandy. A little to the Northward 
of the River are two Bays, the Northermoft whereof is the big- 
geft, where in 60 fathom, you wiil have good hard clay Ground, 
and when 40 fathom, you will have Gravel. The River is wide 
and large, having in the middle thereof an Ifland called St. Paulos.

If coming from Sea you fall with this IMand, which lieth be- 
fore Cape Roxo, and is round about foul, but behind the Ifland 
is good Road. This Ifland is low, and full of Palm Trees, af- 
fording likewife good frefh Water, and within it liesa Shoal, like 
to the Bottom of a Boat, behind which is good Riding. 

And if from thence you would fail to Villa Ricke, you mutt go 
to the Eaftward of Baxo de Tujpa ; and if: you come not above 
it, you may run thro’ between the Main and the aforefaid Shoal, 
in eight or nine fathom Water : you may alfo make good Road 
there, if Occafion ferves. 

The River Ti{pa may alfo be known by a Row of fmall Hills, 
reaching N. Eait and South Weit at leaft 15 or 16 Leagues in- 

to the Country ; about five Leaguesoff Shore, you will find Clay 


Ground. And on the North-fide of the Ifland de Lobus North

dle of which lieth an Ifland, which maketh two Entrances there- 
into. ‘The S.ermoft is called St. Stephex, and the Northermoft

From Cape Roxa, the Land tendeth in North Weft until you 
come to the River Ponuco, where then the Land lieth along 
North : The firft River to the Northward of Ponuco, is St. Bar- 
tholomew, which is a {mail River, and little fpoken of ; then fol- 
loweth the River Paimas and Pifcadoris : "The Coatt. along is Coaft of | 
called by the Name of this River, becaufe there is abundance of Pifcadoris 
Fith on the faid Coatt. 

The next River to the Northward of Pifcadoris, is the River 
Bravo, next the River Solo, betwixt which and the River Dif- Brave. 
condido, \ies a {mall River to us unknown. From the Rivet Dij- 
condido, the Land tendeth off to Cape Blanco, North Eaft, and 


from Cape Blanco, the Land falleth away unto the River Magda- ¥ 


lena North Weft. This is the largeft River of all thofe to the 
Northward of the Porvco. From Magdalena to the River Plata, 
the Coaft lieth along North North Eaft neareft, and are about 25 
Leagues diftant one from the other. 

The next River following, is called Swela, from whence the Suela 
Coatt of Baxo tendeth along NE. and NE. by E. until youcome 
to the River Laofo ; between which and Swela, lieth two other fmall Laofe 
Rivers, of which there is no Defcription nor mention made, 
and do therefore fuppofe them to be Places of no great Confe- 
quence. From the River Laojo E.ward, lie the Rivers Montan- 
has, and de Zarto ; from which the Coaft, rill you come to the 
great Bay of Spirito Sanffo, lieth along Eaft, Cape Cruiz, making Sanéto, 
the Weft Point thereof. 

This is a deep and large Bay, having in the middle of the 
Entrance thereof an Ifland, by which you may fail on either fide. 

The Bay within fpreadeth itflf very wide, having fix or feven 
Arms or Rivers, reaching along way into the Country, venting 
themfelves into the Bay. 

The E. point of the Bay is called Cape Qualta, from whence Qualata, 
the Coaft to Cape Econdido, lieth along Eaft about go Leagues ‘ 
in Length ; the whole Coaft almoft full of finall Iflands, anda 
fandy Bank, reaching along the fame. 

Having likewife feveral {mall Rivers: The firft (coming from 
the Weftward out of the Bay) is called Matos de Salvador, be- 
tween which and the River de/ Canaverel, lieth another fmall 
River, but the Name thereof we know not; then followeth the ~ 
Rivers Arecifa, Plaia, Flores, and Arenas. 

Before all which Rivers as aforefaid, lie {everal Iflands, yet not 
dangerous. This is a good Coatt, efpecially in northerly Storms. 
where in any of thefe Rivers, or behind any of thefe Iflands, you 
lie fheltered in thofe Winds. 

From Cape Efcondido, towards Cape Florida, the Coatt is full «,.. 
of Bays and Inlets, with feveral {mall Rivers, to wit, Rio St. Pau- Florida, 
lo, Rio Cavallos, the Bay of Mirvello, and Spirito Sanéto, from 
thence the Coaft reacheth again Southward, with many Bays and 
Creeks, till you come to Cape Florida. 
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
